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MAN of fine bearing, in the middle 

seventies, was converted during one of 
our meetings in Indiana. When he arose 
to make his confession of Chrst, he 
amazed us by repeating the Twenty- 
third Psalm. 


Then he said, “I was taught this Scrip- 
ture as a child at the knee of my mother. 
I have repeated it almost every day 
since. I have tried to order my life after 
its teachings, and I have walked in its 
light and inspiration. It has become my 
creed.” 


We had come to the last night of a re- 
vival in Pennsylvania, with many people 
expressing appreciation for efforts put 
forth, when one of the Pastors handed 
me a little book, and said: “This repre- 
sents my appreciation for blessings re- 
ceived during these meetings. This book 
is the choicest of my entire library, and 
I want to give it to you.” Upon exami- 
nation, I found a_ beautifully-bound 
volume entitled “The Song of our Syrian 
Guest,” the name being stamped in gold, 
with a lamb engraved on the front cover. 


It was the story of The Shepherd 
Psalm, from the pen of one who lived 
among Syrian shepherds. And this man 
declares it is rightly called The Shep- 
herd Psalm because of the picture it 
gives, depicting the Syrian shepherd in 
his love and care for the flock. The 
imagery is perfect and true to life in 
every respect. The shepherd’s ministry 
in Near East lands typifies Him Who is 
called the Good, and Great, and Chief 
Shepherd of the soul. 


Someone has described the Twenty- 
third Psalm as the “Minstrel Psalm,” be- 
cause the song that it sings is like a 
troop of minstrels, singing during the 
gloom of night, in sick chambers, hos- 
pitals, prisons, always bringing cheer 
and sunshine, chasing away doubt and 
fear. 


This sublime message has also been 
called the “Psalm of the Lark,” because 
the lark sings as it mounts, and mounts 
as it sings. In like manner, this Psalm 
gives us joy, inspiration and a heart to 
sing even through tears and sorrows, 
heartaches and pain. 





Henry Ward Beecher called it the 


“Nightingale Psalm.” Said he: “The 
Twenty-third Psalm is the nightingale of 
Psalms. It is small, of a homely feather, 
singing shyly out of obscurity; but, oh, 
it has filled the air of the whole world 
with melodious joy, greater than the 
heart can conceive! Blessed be the day 
on which that Psalm was born!” 


This symphony of words, from the pen 
of David, has charmed more griefs to 
rest than the philosophy of all the sages 
of the ages. It has driven away more 
felon thoughts, paralyzing doubts, with- 
ering sorrows, than there are stars in 
the sky. It has comforted the bereaved, 
succored the suffering, sung courage 
into the hearts of the discouraged, in- 
spired the poor, poured balm into sin- 
sick souls, hurled open prisons bars for 
those bound by adverse circumstances, 
and, like Peter’s angel, escorted them on 
their homeward way. 


David, the author, was born in 1030 
B. C., the youngest of seven sons of 
Jesse. Bethlehem was the city of his 
birth. His name, David, means dawveed, 
affectionate, or beloved. He was called 
David Darling by his father, and this 
made him unpopular with his brethren. 
He longed for their fellowship. Being 
held in small esteem by members of the 
household, he was allotted the humble 
position of attending his father’s flocks. 
He probably wrote the Psalm while yet 
himself a shepherd. Music was his diver- 
sion and he became renowned as a min- 
strel. An incident of heroism comes 
down to us from the days of his shep- 
herd life— that of defending his sheep 
against a lion and a bear, as given in I 
Samuel 17:34-36. 














From the Bible of a British minister, 
a distinguished Bible expositor, I gleaned 
this outline: 


With Me—the Lord, Verse One. 

Beneath Me—Green Pastures, Verse 
Two. 

Beside Me—Still Waters, Verse Two. 

Before Me—a Table, Verse Five. 

Around Me—My Enemies, Verse Five. 

After Me— Goodness and Mercy, 
Verse Six. 

Beyond Me—the House of the Lord, 
Verse Six. 


From the Bible of this man, the above 
outline was transferred to my own. You 
may feel like placing it in yours. If so, 
you will find it exceedingly helpful, I am 
sure. 


As a young man, I had been assigned 
to the pastorate of a church in the moun- 
tains of New York State. My father, 
who was a minister, said, “Son, your 
father’s library is not too large, but you 
are welcome to any of my books that you 
think will be helpful to you.” Upon 
reaching my destination, I found he had 
placed among the other books, one which 
contained an exegesis of the Shepherd 
Psalm. This work, which I have always 
cherished close to my heart, divided the 
Psalm into six divisions, each of which 
began with the letter P. This arrange- 
ment, I have found to be exceedingly 
helpful. With the reader’s permission, 
we will follow it in the present study. 


I. POSSESSION 


“The Lord is my shepherd .. .” 


Faduel Maghabgab, the Syrian shep- 
herd, explained, “It is all, all a simple 
shepherd Psalm. It runs through the 
round of shepherd life from the first 
word to the last.” 

“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want.” 

“There is the opening strain,” the 
Syrian shepherd continues. “In _ that 
chord is sounded the keynote which is 
never lost till the plaintive melody dies 
away at the song’s end. All that follows 
is that thought put in varying light.”

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Seven letters of the Apocalypse 


Prophetic School of the Air Address ... By Dr. Gerald B. Winrod 





sem morning I am addressing myself 

to a large assemblage of trained Bible 
students who have their Bibles open and 
note books ready. In many homes 
throughout this area of Ohio, parlor 
groups of Christian believers have been 
organized. I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity of extending greetings to all read- 
ers of the Defender Magazine. I am 
glad for this means of coming into your 
homes by radio. 


There never was a time when people 
were trying to look ahead with greater 
interest, curiosity and concern than to 
day. Multitudes are devoting themselves 
to the study of Bible prophecy, knowing 
that the Scriptures contain a message 
for the dark days through which we are 
passing. While daily news reports deal 
with the past, explaining events that 
have already transpired, a large portion 
of the supernaturally inspired Word of 
God is devoted to unveiling the future. 
Divine inspiration writes with a legible 
hand. 


Men and women of exceptional dis- 
cernment have deciphered the propheti- 
cal message for the times in which we 
live. These illuminated souls have, dur- 
ing recent years, written books, preached 
sermons, delivered lectures, edited re- 
ligious magazines and otherwise ex- 
pressed themselves, in anticipation of the 
major changes now being witnessed 
throughout the world. They know, how- 
ever, that prophetical Scripture cannoi 
be analyzed as, for instance, one might 
study a textbook on mathematics or 
chemistry. The human mind must be 
illuminated by the Holy Spirit, impreg- 
nated by spiritual discernment, to grasp 
the content of the prophetic message. 





In the language of the Apostle Paul: 
“The carnal mind is enmity against God 
... To be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minded is life.” 


The agnostic, who rejects spiritual val- 
ues, because he cannot demonstrate them 
physically in the laboratory, may be sin- 
cere. But he is depending upon the 
wrong kind of apparatus. “The things 
of God are spiritually discerned.” The 
materialist, encased in the carnal mind, 
rejecting God, ignoring the Holy Spirit. 
spurning Christ, arguing against Scrip- 
ture, sneering at the fact of Bible pro- 
phecy, is as inconsistent as the Irishman 
who insisted that there are no electrical 
currents in the earth, because he had 
never been able to dig them up with pick 
and shovel. He was sincere, but did not 
have the right kind of apparatus. I re- 
peat: “The things of God are spiritually 
discerned.” 


This morning .. . we place the spot- 
light of research and Bible study upon 
the first, second and third chapters of 
the book of Revelation, for the purpose 
of examining seven inspired letters, writ- 
ten in the year A. D. 96, which antici- 





pated the entire sweep of Church his- 
tory, from the stoning of Stephen, down 
across the centuries, to the second com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ. These 
seven letters divide Church history into 
seven separate ages, distinct epochs. 


But first . . . let us introduce the 
person— John, the aged revelator, to 
whom the risen Christ dictated the seven 
vital messages, contained in these chap- 
ters. 


John was an old man, banished by per- 
secutors, to the desolate Isle of Patmos, 
a barren strip of waste land, situated in 
the Agean Sea. This is the same John, 
who, in his younger days, was called “the 
beloved disciple’ —the one whom Jesus 
loved: so deeply. It was a dark day, for 
this good man, when he was sentenced 
to spend his days on Patmos. But, God’s 
black clouds have silver linings. The 
lonely island became luminous, radiant, 
electrified with the presence of the 
Christ, when He appeared to John, for 
the purpose of dictating the contents 
of the book of Revelation.

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This heavenly visitation, was not un- 
expected. Indeed, a strange thing had 
occurred many years earlier, which led 
John to know that exactly such an ex- 
perience was destined to take place. 


Turning to St. John’s Gospel . . . chap- 
ter 21... we find the record of an in- 
teresting conversation between Peter and 
Christ. They were walking together, 
down a dusty road. Jesus said to Peter, 
“Follow me.” Behind them, a short dis- 
tance, was John. We read: “Peter, turn- 
ing about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus 
loved.” 


The Lord had just given Peter special 
instructions, regarding his future min- 
istry. Turning around, pointing to John. 
Peter asked: “What shall this man do?” 
What kind of work do you have blocked 
out for him? What will you have John 
do, in the future? 


Now, notice Christ’s reply: “If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that to 
thee?” 


In other words, Jesus implied, through 
this remark, that John would tarry on 
the earth until He (Christ) came again. 
The record says, some of the disciples 
circulated the report that John would 
never die—that he was doomed to an 
age-long existence, whereby he would re- 
main on earth until the second coming 
of Christ. Strange notions developed 
among the early Christians regarding 
this matter. To this day, a silly myth 
exists, to the effect that John is the 
“Wandering Jew,” walking over the 
world, unable to pass on, until Christ 
returns to release him from the body 
of flesh in ‘which his spirit is con- 
demned to dwell. 


When Christ said to Peter... If Johr 
shall tarry until I come, what is it to 
thee?, He was simply referring to the 
fact of John remaining to be alive, in the 
year A. D. 96 to receive the prophetic 
message which He (the resurrected 
Christ) would give the world through 
the book of Revelation. John did tarry 
until Christ returned, at Patmos! 


The chronological order of Christ’s vis- 
ible appearances, after His resurrection, 
are as follows: 


On the day of His triumph over death 
to Mary Magdalene. Then to the women, 
returning from the tomb bearing the 
message of the angels. To Peter, prob- 
ably in the afternoon of the same day

resurrection glory. “I am Alpha and 
Omega, the first and the last,” said the 
voice. In other words, the Christ was 
saying that He knew the end of the 
Church from the beginning. Prophecy 
is not circumscribed to dates on the cal- 
endar, or to the hands on a watch. 


maus, in the evening. Next, to the apos- 
tles, except Thomas. 


Eight days afterwards, to the apostles 
again, this time Thomas being present. 
Later, in Galilee, to seven persons by the 
shores of Lake Tiberias. To the apostles 
and five hundred other believers, on the 
mountain. Again at Jerusalem and Beth- 


any, to James. Also to the eleven. Then, in vision, John saw seven golden 


candlesticks, or lampstands, the height 
of a man. Christ was seen walking “in 
the midst of the seven candlesticks.” In 
His right hand were seven stars. John 
“fell at his feet as dead.” The meaning 
of this vision was explained a little later. 


At a subsequent date, He appeared to 
Saul of Tarsus, the persecutor, on the 
road to Damascus, and again in the Tem- 
ple. While being stoned, the righteous 
Stephen saw Him. And finally, John the 
revelator, was privileged to entertain the 
same Heavenly Guest on the Isle of 
Patmos. 


The seven candlesticks symbolized sev- 
en churches, existing at that time, in 
Asia Minor. The seven stars represented 
the seven “angels” — or correctly trans- 
lated seven “messengers” ... as we 
would say, Pastors, of the seven church-

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These letters contained literal messages, 
adapted to the spiritual needs of those 
seven Churches in the year 96 A. D. But 
the communications contained a broader 
meaning, a mystical significance, a pro- 
phetical aspect, adapted to the Churches 
of all time. They divided the future of 
the Church into seven sections, or ages. 


The program of the Church, down 
through the centuries, has risen and fall- 
en, like the tides of the ocean. There 
have been periods of evangelistic fervor, 
followed by periods of apostate gloom. 
There have been epochs of missionary 
endeavor, accompanied with epochs of 
declension. There have been seasons of 
spiritual refreshing, and seasons of spir- 
itual famine. There have been times of 
prosperity, and times of adversity. There 
have been days of persecution, and days 
of triumph. The study of Church his- 
tory is an examination of contrasts. 


There is an unmistakable parallelism 
between the seven Church letters, and 
the respective periods of Church history, 
to which each letter applies. Careful 
Bible expositors, analysts of Church his- 
tory, have examined the great move- 
ments in the life of the Church with 
meticulous care, like so many pieces of 
a jig-saw puzzle; they have placed the 
pieces in their proper relationship to the 
letters, and found that they fit perfect- 
ly, producing what may be called a 
beautiful mosaic. Place a volume of 
Church history at your left . .. then 
place these seven Church letters at your 
right . . . and you will find that the 
prophecies of the second and third chap 
ters of Revelation find their counterpart 
in history. 


The first Church letter was written to 
the congregation in the city of Ephesus 

.. and to the Ephesus Church age, 
which ended about the year 100 A. D. 


The second Church letter was written 

to the congregation in the city of Smyrna 

. and to the Smyrna Church age, 
which ended about the year 300 A. D. 


The third Church letter was written 
to the congregation in the city of Per- 
gamos ... and to the Pergamos Church 
age, which ended about the year 600 
A. D. 


The fourth Church letter was written 
to the congregation in the city of Thya- 
tira... and to the Thyatira Church age, 
which ended about the year 1500 A. D. 


The fifth Church letter was written to 
the congregation in the city of Sardis 





. and to theySardis Church age, which 
ended about the year 1750 A. D. 


The sixth Church letter was written 
to the congregation in the city of Phil- 
adelphia . . . and to the Philadelphia 
Church age, which ended about the year 
1850 A. D. 


The seventh Church letter was written 
to the congregation in the city of Laodi- 
cea ...and to the Laodicea Church age, 
in which we are living at the present 
time. 


If you would know what is the pro- 
phetic message of the Christ, to the 
Church of the twentieth century, turn, 
please, to the book of Revelation .. . 
chapter 3... verses 14 to 22... and 
give the passage a careful reading. Suf- 
fice to say, it is not a very complimen- 
tary description! Indéed, Christ revealed 
pain and displeasure, over the spiritual 
status of the Laodicean congregation. 
and the Laodicean Church age. This 
period is described as a time of coldness 
and apostacy—a time when heretical 
doctrines on the one hand, and material 
prosperity on the other, would rob the 
Church of much of its creative power 
and spiritual vitality. 


But even in Laodicea, there was a 
loyal minority, an uncompromising nu- 
cleus of worshippers, a few who refused 
to bow the knee to Baal. These people 
are today giving a true Gospel witness, 
despite persecution and opposition. They 
are holding high the banner of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and to them, these letters 
promise a special blessing from the hand 
of the Lord and Master, Whom they love 
and serve. 


Now, I insist that we shall take a mo- 
ment in closing, to mention of the first 
verse of the next chapter, namely, Rev- 
elation 4:1. Here we read: “After this” 
— after the seven Church ages are dis- 
solved into history . . . after the last, 
the Laodicean age, is past, “After this 
I looked,” says John, “and behold, a door 
was opened in heaven.” 


Thank God, the heavens are opened to 
the true believers! This comment about 
“qa door opened in heaven” is a clear 
reference to the great, climactic event, 
known to Bible - believing, spiritually- 
minded, prophecy -loving Children of 
God, as the Rapture of the Saints. 


“In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye” ... when the Church completes its 
course, a group of true believers, living 
saints, will be caught up, and out, of the

world. They will be spared the terrors 
of Armageddon and the Great Tribula- 
tion. And, according to the signs of the 
times, we may well believe that this stu- 
pendous miracle, the Rapture of the 
Saints, is near at hand.

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The Song of Solomon In Prophecy 


Prophetic School of the Air Address ... By Dr. Gerald B. Winrod 





UR prophetical studies today are to 

be taken from that very interesting 
Old Testament book, “The Song of Solo- 
mon.” This book, written one thousand 
years before Christ, has been correctly 
called the greatest love story ever told. 
It also has been described, as “The Holy 
of Holies of the Bible.” It is an oriental 
jove drama. It is perhaps the most in- 
teresting dialogue ever written. Its 
message is couched in symbolic phrases 
and typology. It is primarily a pro- 
phetic message, addressed to the Church 
of Jesus Christ in our day and genera- 
tion. 


Someone says: “I understand that the 
Song of Solomon is vulgar.” An in- 
fidel once called it, “A dirty oriental 
love story.” People usually get what 
they are looking for! I suppose a filthy 
mind could imagine filth to exist in this 
book. But one would, indeed, have to 
maintain a distorted attitude toward life 
to find anything but the highest and most 
idealistic teaching in the Song of Solo- 
mon. What one gets out of this book 
will be determined largely by the eyes 
through which he reads it. 


Two men looked out 
From behind the bars. 
One man saw mud, 
And the other saw stars. 


The Song of Solomon is a piece of 
prophetical literature, devoted almost 
entirely to the Church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In it, the Church—that is, the 
followers of Christ collectively, is pic- 
tured as the Bride of Christ. 


Imagine all the love, devotion, sweet- 
ness, purity, fidelity and romance that 
could possibly exist in normal human 
wedlock, and this cannot begin to com- 
pare with the sweetness and beauty of 
the relationship that exists between 
Christ—the Bridegroom, and the Church, 
His Bride. 


A little girl once said to her mother: 
“Mamma, I like you better than God.” 
“What did you say?” “I said, Mamma, 
that I like you better than God.” 


“Why my child, what makes you say 
such a thing?” The little girl answered, 
“Because I can hug you.” 





The Song of Solomon brings the saints 
collectively, the Church, within hugging 
distance of the Christ. 


Now, in order to understand the con- 
tent of this book, and appreciate its 
message, one must grasp the:fact that 
it is a dialogue, in which Solomon repre- 
sents the Christ ... and his Bride, repre- 
sents the Church. When Solomon speaks, 
Christ is addressing the Church. When 
the bride speaks, it is the Church address- 
ing Christ. And, during the course of 
the conversation, the whole program, 
purpose and prophetical future of the 
Church is spread like a panorama before 
us. Much of the message—a large part 
of the conversation, relates to things now 
about to happen in the life of the Church. 


I say, Solomon represents Christ in the 
dialogue. Indeed, he was drawn so close 
to Christ in His pre-existent state, that 
he actually spoke of Christ in the first 
person. He appropriated to himself 
names, titles, which belong only to the 
Son of God. Thus, Solomon spoke of 


himself as, the “Rose of Sharon,” and 
the “Lily of the Valleys.” 
fact, the 
Jehovah-God, 


This was, in 
eternal pre-existent Christ, 
speaking through Solo- 


‘mon. “I am the Rose of Sharon; I am 
the Lily of the Valleys,” said He. 


Now, I must interrupt myself long 
enough to present the background to an 
important part of the story: 


Solomon made frequent trips — busi- 
ness trips, from Palestine, down into 
Egypt. Such trips were always glamor- 
ous, dramatic, occasions. Solomon, the 
King, earth’s most powerful monarch at 
that time, was always accompanied by a 
royal caravan, camels, beautifully up- 
holstered chariots, prancing steeds, war- 
riors, statesmen, musicians. 


Solomon, himself, travelled in his 
famous Car of State. This cab, or car, 
consisted of a royal seat of gold, shel- 
tered by an over-hanging canopy, sus- 





pended upon four silver pillars, the sides 
and top draped with purple curtains. The 
cab was carried on the backs of sixty 
men. The King sat on a throne of solid 
gold. 


On one such trip, Solomon saw an 
Egyptian girl who became frightened 
upon discovering that she had attracted 
the attention of the world’s greatest 





King. She fled from his presence. Solo- 
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mon made inquiry, discovered where she 
lived, learned that she tended sheep and 
had the care of a vineyard. He could not 
put her out of his thoughts. It was love 
at first sight. 


Completing his trip to Egypt, he re- 
turned to Jerusalem, laid aside the royal 
robes of his Kingship, disguised himself 
as a Shepherd, returned to the desert 
areas of Egypt—as a shepherd, mind 
you, to search for his bride, determined 
td meet her on her own level. 


And this is the first thing I want you 
to observe: 


Jesus Christ, the King of Kings, laid 
aside the royal robes of His Kingship, 
came down to earth, took upon a garb of 
flesh, disguising Himself as the Good 
Shepherd—determining to woo and win 
a bride, the Church, on her own level. 
The record says: “The Word became 
flesh and dwelt among us.” 


Second . . . Solomon, disguised as a 
Shepherd boy, put in his appearance in 
the community where the girl lived. 
Little did the Egyptian maiden realize 
that he was a King. To her, he was a 
shepherd. She consented to become his 
bride. He married her, as it were, under 
false pretenses. She had no idea he was 
the wealthiest man, the most reputed 
person in the world. Like our Lord, he 
became poor that we, the members of the 
Church, might become rich. 


Imagine her amazement when she dis- 
covered that he was more than a shep- 
herd, that he was the most powerful po- 
tentate on the face of the earth. Chris- 
tians, cheer up! If the world seems un- 
friendly, I tell you, you belong to the 
elite, the aristocracy, of the universe. 


Some day the Church will discover that 
the Good Shepherd is a King—the King 
of Kings, the Lord of Lords. 


Now, they, Solomon and his bride, are 
back in the palace at Jerusalem. The 
Song of Solomon consists largely of their 
conversations in the palace. Remember: 
When he speaks, it is Christ speaking. 
When she speaks, it is the Church speak- 
ing. It is an interesting fact that every 
important prophetic development in the 
life of the Church during the end-time of 
this age, every event of major importance 
predicted in other prophetical passages, 
like Matthew 24, Paul’s letter to the 
Thessalonians, and the Book of Revela- 
tion—every leading development having 
to do with the future of the Church, is 
outlined in this conversation. 





In one place, during the course of the 
dialogue, Solomon turned to his bride and 
addresses her as “A lily among Thorns.” 


What a perfect description of the 
Church of Jesus Christ in the world! 
Down through the centuries, Christians 
have been the most persecuted people 
on the face of the earth. The followers 
of Christ have always lived in an un- 
friendly environment—a _ lily among 
thorns. From the stoning of Stephen, 
down to the slaughter of the saints in 
Europe and Asia during the last 25 
years, the members of Christ’s Church 
have been tortured, tormented, tossed 
about, in ways that have made life noth- 
ing short of a nightmare. “The blood of 
martyrs is the seed of the Church.” 


Said our Lord, to his disciples: “I send 
you forth as sheep among wolves.” 
Said Solomon to his bride: “Thou art a 
lily among thorns.” 


Next, coming to the final scenes of 
this dispensation, Solomon gave a clear 
presentation of the Rapture of the Saints 
—as clear as you will find in the writings 
of Paul, the writings of the Apocalypse, 
or our Lord’s prophetical statement that 
the “one shall be taken and the other 
left.” 


Listen to Solomon address his bride: 
“Rise up, my love, my fair one, and come 
away. For, lo, the winter is past, the 
rain is over and gone, the flowers appear 
on the earth; the time of the singing of 
birds is come. Rise up, my love, my fair 
one, and come away.” 


This is a perfect statement of the Rap- 
ture of the Saints prior to the Great 
Tribulation. Paul said: “We which are 
alive and remain, unto the coming of the 
Lord, shall be caught up.” Paul said: 
“Caught up.” Solomon said, “Rise up.” 


This will be a climactic event in human 
history . . . Instant over the whole earth. 
Two sleeping in a bed, night on that side 
of the earth. Two grinding at the mill, 
morning in that place. Two plowing in 
the field, high noon, the heat of the day, 
there. “The one shall be taken, and the 
other shall be left.” 

“Rise up, my love, my fair one, and 
come away.” 

Next, the bride speaks. She says: “He 


has brought me to the banqueting house, 
and his banner.over me was love.” 


Banqueting house! This is an obvious 
reference to the event, symbolized else- 
where in prophetical Scripture, as the 
“Marriage Supper of the Lamb.” 





The Rapture of the Church is followed 
by the Marriage Supper, when the saints 
collectively, and the Christ whom they 
love, enter into an eternal, blissful, 
wedded relationship. 


The bride speaks again: “Behold my 
lover, he comes leaping upon the moun- 
tains, skipping upon the hills.” I submit 
that this passage does not make sense 
except as it is applied to the fact of our 
Lord’s return. Leaping upon the moun- 
tains .. . skipping upon the hills. How 
could Solomon leap upon mountains and 
skip upon hills? This remarkable phase 
of the conversation refers to the same 
fact emphasized by Zechariah—namely, 
that at the time of the visible appearance 
of Christ, His feet shall in that day split 
the Mount of Olives. 


Solomon speaks: “For lo the winter is 
past, the flowers are blooming, the birds 
are singing, the melody of the turtle dove 
is heard in the land.” 


Here the golden age, the Millennium, 
is inaugurated. Peace fills the earth. 
Nations know war no more. Swords are 
beaten into plowshares. Implements of 
war are changed into pruninghooks. The 
lion and the lamb lie down together. 
Hate gédne. Sin devitalized. Liars 
silenced. Satan bound. Paradise lost, 
regained. Winter is past. Earth’s 
spring-time is here. Flowers are bloom- 
ing. Birds are singing. Joy fills every 
heart. Christ has returned. 


This, in brief, is the message, the 
typology, of that beautiful Old Testa- 
ment book, The Song of Solomon. 
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‘The Fourfold Sonship of Christ 


Prophetic School of the Air Address ... By Mrs. Gerald B. Winrod 





HE fourfold Sonship of our Lord 
Jesus Christ is described in the four 
Gospels—Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 


Four hundred years intervene between 
Malachi, the last book of the Old Testa- 
ment, and Matthew, the first book of the 
New Testament. Four hundred and 
fifty years after Ezra 1:1-3, as predicted 
in Daniel 9:25, the Messiah was born. 


Ezra 1:1-3 reads: “Now in the first 
year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the 
word of the Lord by the mouth of Jere- 
miah might be fulfilled, the Lord stirred 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation throughout 
all his kingdom, and put it also in writ- 
ing, saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of 
Persia, The Lord God of heaven hath 
given me all the kingdoms of the earth; 
and he hath charged me to build him an 
house at Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 
Who is there among you of all his peo- 
ple? His God be with him, and let him 
go up to Jerusalem, which is. in Judah, 
and build the house of the Lord God of 
Israel, which is in Jerusalem.” 


Daniel 9:25 reads: “Know. therefore 
and understand, that from the going 
forth of the commandment to restore and 
to build Jerusalem unto the Messiah the 
Prince shall be seven weeks, and three- 
score and two weeks: the street shall be 





built again, and the wall, even in trou- 
blous times.” 


In Matthew, the first Gospel, Jesus 
Christ is presented as the King. Hence 
His pedigree is given from Abraham 
and David, and He is portrayed as the 
King. In the Gospel of Mark, He is 
presented as the Servant. In the Gospel 
of Luke, He is the Man, Christ Jesus; 
and in the Gospel of John, He is Jehovah 
God. 


The four rivers of Genesis 2:10 flowed 
from one source. They, possibly, fore- 
shadowed the Four Gospels inspired by 
the one Spirit of God. Similarly, the 
waters of Ezekiel 47:3-5 have a like ref- 
erence. Matthew, Mark and Luke, the 
King, the Servant, and the Man, may be 
measurable but the Gospel of John, God 
manifest in flesh, is a river that cannot 
be measured or passed over. 


Certain events in the ministry ofthe 
Lord Jesus Christ are recorded in 
Matthew emphasizing His Kingship, 
which do not appear in the other three 
Gospels. 


Matthew’s pedigree is that of Joseph, 
as regal heir, begotten of Solomon and 
David. Mary was daughter of Eli and 
cousin to Joseph. Both Joseph and Mary 
were of the House of David. Joseph, we 
know, was only the foster parent of 
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Jesus. But it is important to understand 
that Christ also had an earthly right to 
the Throne as an inheritance from 
Joseph, as well as His flesh inheritance, 
through Mary, His mother. 


The pedigree of Luke 3:23 is that of 
Mary, and shows her descent from David 
and Adam through Nathan, Solomon’s 
elder brother. 


In Mark, the second Gospel, the Holy 
Spirit portrays Jesus as the Servant of 
Jehovah. Hence the similitude of the Ox 
of Service of Revelation 4:7 and Pro- 
verbs 14:4. The golden texts relating 
to this Book of Mark, are: “Behold I will 
bring forth My servant, the Branch,” 
Zechariah 3:8, and “He went about doing 
good,” Acts 10:38. 


Though the purpose is to picture the 
Perfect Servant, yet through that ser- 
vice, from time to time, gleams the glory 
of His Godhead. 


Jesus was always accessible even to 
the vilest of persons. He went further 
—He touched the leper, for the sinless 
nature of Christ was undefilable. The 
leper did not doubt His power, but his 
dejected heart questioned if this mighty 
Prophet would care for such a wretch as 
he. But he recognized Love and Deity 
and Authority, in Christ. Only God 
could really say, “I will.” Here, in Him, 
was undefilable purity in power, and a 
love that came down from the highest 
heaven to minister to, and touch the most 
loathsome sinner, on earth. 


The action of this true Servant, and of 
the underservant, and the fortunes of 
the Gospel Kingdom between the First 
and Second advents of Christ, are set 
forth in the fourth chapter of Mark. 
The history of that service, the respon- 
sibility of its agents, their quietness and 
faith in danger, and the storms which 
must exercise that faith, are here fore- 
shadowed. 


The consciousness of. Jesus as to the 
success of His preaching, appears in the 
Parable of the Sower. He sows, He 
reaps, and between these actions, He 
waits. This is His present attitude. He 
is absent. During His absence the la- 
bourers are responsible to work in the 
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field. The Master Servant, however, 
forewarns them against disappointment 
and confusion. While the inner King- 
dom of God would be, and continues pure, 
the outward professing Kingdom is 
shown to become a great earthly insti- 
tution having branches, and wicked birds 
would build nests of heretical teachings 
therein; and so it is coming to pass. 


Verse 36 reads: “Even as He was so 
exhausted that on boarding the ship He 
fell asleep.” There was no danger for 
the disciples because He was with them 
and had said: “Let us pass over unto the 
other side.” Unbelief is such folly, for 
how could the Servant of Jehovah and 
His disciples, and His Work, be sunk in 
a lake by an accidental storm! 


His people are in the same boat with 
Him, and they cannot perish because He 
cannot perish; but being His companions 
and fellow-labourers, they must expect 
storms of opposition, for these are sure 
to come. Psalm 93, reads: 


1.“The Lord reigneth, he is clothed 
with majesty, the Lord is clothed with 
strength, wherewith he hath girded him- 
self: the world also is stablished, that it 
cannot be moved. 


2. Thy throne is established of old: 
thou art from everlasting. 


8. The floods have lifted up, O Lord, 
the floods have lifted up their voices; the 
floods lift up their waves. 


4, The Lord on high’is mightier than 
the noise of many waters, yea, than the 
mighty waves of the sea. 


5. The testimonies are very sure; 
holiness becometh thine house, O Lord, 
for ever.” 


Unchilled by unbelief, opposition and 
hatred, the Lord continued to show by 
works of goodness and mercy that 
Jehovah, who had compassion on His peo- 
ple, had visited them. He manifested 
this great fact in His action toward a 
man, a woman and a child. It is inter- 
esting that such is the order in the fifth 
chapter of the Gospel of Mark, for it is 
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usual to thus group men, women and 
children. 


The man represents desperate sinners 
indwelt by a thousand furious passions; 
the woman, anxious inquirers who, con- 
scious that they are hopelessly lost, seek 
salvation; the child, represents the mass 
of ordinary moral people who are spirit- 
ually dead. 


The man was commanded to go into 
the Gospel field. The woman, to go into 
Peace, and the child to go into dinner. 


As the Son of Man, the Lord appears 
the center of a moral system much vast- 
er than He filled as Israel’s Messiah. In 
Luke, He stands forth as the Saviour of 
the World. His titles nor His official 
glories engage the Spirit’s thought so 
much as simply Himself as He was, a 
man on earth, walking in sinless fellow- 
ship with God. 


The Gospel of Luke is a narrative con- 
cerning facts fully established concern- 
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ing the Man, Jesus Christ. 


The Holy Spirit in the first three Gos- 
pels cried: “Behold, your King!” (in 
Matthew); “Behold your Prophet!” (in 
Mark); and “Behold your Priest!” (in 
Luke). In the Gospel of John He cries, 
“Behold your God!” His Person is pre- 
sented rather than His actions; Jeru- 
salem is the center rather than Galilee. 


Look long and well at Jesus Christ, the 
Author and Finisher of your Christian 
faith, if you would see God and come to 
really know Him. As Son of God, He 
was appointed heir of all things. “And 
the Word was made flesh and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld His glory, the 
Glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth.” John 
Lik. 


So in John, we behold Him as Son of 
God... and as very God. 


“Thomas answered and said unto Him, 
My Lord and my God.” John 20:28. 








Taft’s Star Seen Rising In ’44 } 
White House Race 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2—A familiar political figure is beginning 


to shine with new luster. 


Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio has renounced any claim to the 
1944 republican presidential nomination in favor of his friend Gov. John 
W. Bricker of Ohio. But, before the smoke clears away at the conven- 
tion next year, the senator may emerge as the champion of republican 
conservatism against Wendell L. Willkie. 


This is for two reasons. 


On all sides here it is agreed that 
the senator came out of the recent 
hectic session of congress as an out- 
standing figure, on the counts of abil- 
ity, energy, courage and skill as a 
legislator. This was conceded even by 
those who often disagree with the 
senator. 


In the second place, Governor Brick- 
er’s light seems to be flickering. 


BRICKER FAVORITE SON 


The governor may have hidden re- 
sources that will cause his candidacy to 
flame brightly again. In any event, as 
boss of Ohio’s republican machine, he 
will go into the convention as the state’s 
favorite son. But, should he fade, Ohio 
would likely rally behind the senator 





who was its candidate in 1986 and 1940. 


He had the support of G.O. P. reg- 
ulars in that nip-and-tuck race with 
Mr. Willkie in 1940, and many of them 
will be ready to go along with him— 
or anybody else—to try to head off 
the 1940 nominee at next year’s con- 
vention. 


Taft’s star rose sharply in congress 
this year because, for one thing, the 
increased anti-administration strength in 
the senate gave him a more favorable 
field in which to exercise his talents, and, 
for another, there was great emphasis 
on the muddled domestic front to which 
he has given much study. 


STOOD OUT IN CONGRESS 


He was in the forefront of many major 
—Turn To Page 10. 
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battles, and always he brought to them 
intelligence and information. He stood 
out above what was literally a mob on 
that one wild day when the senate got 
itself twisted into contortions over the 
subsidy issue, and helped to bring sanity 
out of the confusion. 


Throughout the session the senator 
was guided by basic objectives—the 
recovery by congress of its rightful 
and constitutional place in our gov- 
ernment, the curbing of presidential 
authority where it has gone beyond 
bounds, and the restricting of special 
agencies which have assumed powers 
beyond their prescribed functions. 


Since congress recessed he has been 





preaching this philosophy in speeches to 
the people. He has become one of the 
chief defenders of congress. He deplores 
what he calls “a smear campaign” to 
discredit it. 


The senator is a conservative, admit- 
tedly so. He has become a front-line 
spokesman for enlightened conservatism, 
For he is neither a die-hard nor a re- 
actionary. He knows that the clock 
cannot be turned back, nor would he 
turn it back. 


He is lacking in one quality, political 
finesse. 


SPEAKS BLUNTLY 


He speaks bluntly on controversial 
subjects when the smooth politician 
would be evasive or keep quiet. 





Coupled with this is a lack of 
“political it,” a handicap in these days 
of the glamorous figure, though if 
fashions should change he might be 
in a favorable position as a man who 
has particular talents in the field of 
government. 


His inability to match the popular 
fancy is attested by the fact that though 
he, like Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, has stepped out of the presidential 
nomination contests. by public profes- 
sion, yet Governor Dewey is leading in 
the polls while Taft is hardly mentioned. 


And that despite the fact that the 
senator missed the 1940 nomination by 
cnly a hair.

Christ for the Present Crisis 


Prophetic School of the Air Address ... By Dr. William T. Watson. 








[OOD afternoon friends . . . It is a 

pleausre, indeed, to greet you as a 
-speaker in this important series of pro- 
phetical messages over station WCHS, 
which covers New England so thorough- 
wy, I know that you, who have been 
hearing the daily talks by Dr. and Mrs. 
Gerald B. Winrod this week, have 
profited greatly. Dr. Winrod is one of 
the nation’s outstanding religious lead- 
ers, noted pulpiteer, editor, and above all 
a Christian gentleman. Mrs. Winrod has 
won the hearts of a multitude of Christ’s 
followers here in New England this year, 
as a Bible teacher and talented Christian 
worker. 


Now, I have a few words of Scripture 
to which I wish to invite your attention. 
The passage is found in the Gospel of 
John, sixth chapter, and the sixty-eighth 
verse. We read: “To whom shall we go?” 


This question, addressed to Christ, 
came from the hearts of perplexed men 
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—disciples who, understanding the 
frailty and limitations of human nature, 
were conscious of their need of a higher, 
supernatural power. They were faced 
with problems too great for them to 
master by finite wisdom and strength. 
They needed help. They were staring at 
stern, stubborn realities, rather than a 
theoretical situation. 
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These are days when, like the disciples, 
people are perplexed by the things they 
see taking place on the earth. We have 
come upon serious times of great dis- 
turbance. Nations are in convulsions. 
Domestic, national and _ international 
problems are too serious for mere finite 
minds to solve. Every Christian should 
feel deeply stirred, and prompted to 
shoulder his share of the responsibility. 
The fact of union with Christ places the 
believer in position to be of special ser- 
vice to the nation. Our knowledge of 
Christ Jesus .and the principles of the 
Christian religion, places us in position 
to do something for the world that po- 
tentates and financiers — without Him, 
cannot do! 


The child of God has the power of 
prayer within his grasp, through which 
the arm of Omnipotence can be moved. 
“The effectual, fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” Demons 
tremble when good men pray. Evil 
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forces release their grip when the Holy 
Spirit becomes operative in response to 
the cry of those who have learned the 
secret of trusting God. “To whom shall 
we go?” The answer is . . To the 
Christ Who stands with outstretched 
arms waiting to receive both men and 
nations. 


Satanic fires, which have for centuries 


smouldered like a sleeping voleano are. 


now erupting throughout the world, foun- 
dations of nations and empires are being 
shaken. The religious world is experi- 
encing a tremendous upset and the 
Church is going through her greatest 
testing period from foes without and 
within. Christian leaders are experi- 
encing persecution, the like of which has 
not been known since the bloody perse- 
cutions of Nero... and this state of af- 
fairs is coming to exist threughout the 
world. The furnace of affliction is be- 
ing heated, the hand of the persecutor 
now is lifting the sword. Even here in 
the United States there are those who 
hate Christ and hope to strike His fol- 
lowers a death blow. 


Yes, we are passing through a great 
crisis, and it will continue to get worse 
and worse, unless there is a revival of 
old-fashioned Christian religion to exalt 
Christ in the nation, in the Church, and 
in the home. New spiritual power must 
be released through prayer and the 
preaching of the Word, if Christian 
saints are to be spared the fate their 
brethren have endured in Europe and 
Asia the last few years. 


Satan evidently realizes his time is 
short .. . and like the fighter, who sees 
ultimate defeat, yet in the closing mo- 
ments of the desperate struggle, uses 
every punch and trick at his command, 
he is creating terrorism throughout the 
world. Those of us who are familiar 
with Bible prophecy, know Satan is a 
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defeated foe and will eventually go down 
—yes he will go Gown, down, down into 
the pit. The time will come, thank God, 
when Christ shall reign supreme. Bible 
prophecy offers light in times of dark- 
ness. As students of the Word, we have 
the blueprint ... and although this hour 
is filled with sadness, we know that ulti- 
mately CHRIST WILL MEET THE 
CRISIS. 


At present, the world is suffering from 
a major disease, accompanied with many 
afflictions, originating some six thou- 
sand years ago, at the time Adam and 
Eve. sinned in Eden. The doctrine of 
Christ’s return, means that Paradise lost, 
will be regained. 


I am here reminded of a cartoon I saw 
some time ago which made a lasting im- 
pression upon my mind. The cartoonist 
had made the world to appear as the 
giant head of a man. It contained the 
lines of latitude and longitude; there 
were also continental lines. The world, 
thus pictured, had two eyes, a mouth, 
nose and ears. This global-head had 
many patches on it, representing bruises 
and other afflictions, tagged as war, 
strikes, disease, famine, internal strife, 
domestit trouble, Communism, Nazism 
and others. There were many bottles or 
vials beside Mr. World and they were all 
empty, The nostrums were labeled as 
economic change, political strategy, re- 
ligious unity, and others. Beneath this 
giant head were these words: “Why Not 
Try Cgrist.” 


There never was a disease but what 
false remedies were suggested ... and 
whenever there is the real, there is also 
a counterfeit. As certain as there are 
good doctors, there are also quacks. 


Quoting the text again “To Whom 
Shall We Go?” The politician, without 
Christ, has no remedy; education with- 
out Christ, cannot bring relief. 
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Religion without Christ cannot heal 
present ills. The world is full of re- 
ligion. Prophetically, we know that even 
the Antichrist will have a religious sys- 
tem during the closing scenes of this age. 
To whom shall we go? 


I think I can hear someone say: “The 
hope of the world is in the program of 
the Church?” Organized Christianity is 
of great importance but the Church, as 
a humanitarian institution, cannot settle 
the crisis with which the world is faced. 
Persecution is weakening the Church 
today. It is in a fight for existence. As 
Christians we need to help and encour- 
age one another, even as persecuted fol- 
lowers of the Master have done in other 
periods of history. The hour is dark. It 
is later than some people think! Instead

of Christians opposing and fighting 
among themselves, they should, as true 
saints: of God and soldiers of the Cross, 
be pulling together. May the Father 
above give us grace to bear one an- 
other’s burdens in the spirit of charity 
and brotherly love. 





I am thinking now of an impressive 
article I read in a secular magazine a 
few years ago. It described a meeting, 
in a certain city, of a group of promi- 
nent, thoughtful leaders. They were dis- 
cussing perplexing problems, national 
and international conditions. Everyone 
present foresaw a great world crisis. It 
was their purpose to help avert a major 
catastrophe. 


At the conclusion of the meeting, they 
issued a statement, saying that, it was 
their studied opinion, only one thing 
could offer a ray of hope .. . namely, to 
FILL THE EMPTY PEWS OF THE 
CHURCHES. 


That was indeed, a commendable ges- 
ture. It was a straw in the wind, blow- 
ing in the right direction. The group of 
thinkers realized that character in the 
world was passing through a sag... 
and that the Church, if active and op- 
erative, could raise the standards and 
rebuild broken altars. 


But listen to me today! We may fill 
our Churches to capacity with eager 
listeners, put the best educated preach- 
ers from the seminaries in the pulpits, 
establish choirs to sing in ways to charm 
the musical tastes of every type of per- 
son—and all these efforts would fail to 
take us through the crisis. 


Yes, we need filled Churches, but in 
these centers of worship, the Gospel 
preached, must be Christ-centered. The 
choirs must be Christ-centered. Modern 
infidelity, paraded in theological lan- 
guage, only serves to sap the Church of 
its power. 

“To whom shall we go?” 

There is but one right answer. To the 


One Who existed before the morning 
stars sang together ...the One Who ex- 
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isted before time cast its first wave 
against the shores of the eternity—be- 
fore there was ever an angel to offer a 
note of praise, or to go on an errand for 
God the Father . .. the One Who lived 
before night and day ever separated. 
Let us go to the One Who existed before 
creation’s dawn cast its coming light 
across the expanse of the dateless past. 
His Name is Jesus Christ! 


He is the answer to our problem, the 
hope for world disorder. He is the 
remedy for national unrest. He stands 
willing to lead through every storm 
which an individual, or a nation, may 
be compelled to pass. 


In the day of Jeremiah, idolatry in- 
vaded his country and the people forgot 
God. Sin was found at every turn and 
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the prophet, who loved both God and 
country, cried out of a broken heart “Is 
there no balm in Gilead?” Today friends 
there is a remedy ... there is balm in 
Calvary. Let Christ meet your need. He 
is the answer for every deep longing of 
your soul. 


Are you afflicted? Let Him be the 
Great Physician. Are you weary? Let 


Him help you carry the load. Are you’ 


in sorrow? . Let Him be your comforter. 


If you are lost, let Him be your Way, 
Oh! friend, today I wish I could place 
upon every bill-board along the high- 
ways of our nation, upon the front page 
of every newspaper of the land, and over 
every radio station, these words . .. 
“CHRIST IS SUFFICIENT FOR THE 
PRESENT CRISIS.” 
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O THE Jews Jesus said, “Search the 

scriptures . . . they are they which 
testify of me” (John 5:39). And to His 
disciples on the night of His resurrec- 
tion, gathered in the upper room, He 
said, “These are the words which I spake 
unto you, while I was yet with you, that 
all things must be fulfilled, which were 
written in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the Psalms, concerning 
me.” (Luke 24:44). 


In these words the Lord Himself 
claimed that He was spoken of in the 
historical section, in the prophetical sec- 
tion and in the poetical section of the 
Old Testament— in other words, He is 








the theme of the Scriptures. 

A study of the Bible reveals Him as 
its central subject and great theme. 
What the hub is to the wheel, Christ is 
to the Bible. It revolves around Him. 
All its types point to Him, all its truths 
converge in Him, all its glories reflect 
Him, and all its promises radiate from 
Him, all its beauties are embodied by 
Him, all its demands are exemplified by 
Him and all its predictions are accepted 
by Him. 

Abel’s lamb was a type of Christ. 

Abraham offering Isaac on Mount 
Moriah was a type of God giving Christ, 
His only Son, on Mount Calvary. 
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The Passover Lamb in Egypt was a 
type of Christ. 

The brazen serpent in the wilderness 
was a type of Christ. He told Nico- 
demus so Himself. 

The scapegoat typified Him bearing 
our sins. 

The scarlet thread that the harlot 
Rahab hung in the window of her home 
in Jericho typified Him. 

Joseph, pictured to us by the Bible 
without a flaw, was a type of Christ 
“who did no sin, neither was guile found 
in his mouth.” 

In the Old Testament He is spoken 
of as “the angel of the Lord” and as such 
He appeared unto men. 


He was with Adam and Eve in the 
Garden of Eden. 


He was with Abel in his death. 

He walked with Enoch. 

He rode with Noah in the ark. 

He ate with Abraham in his desert 
tent. 

He pled with Lot to leave wicked 
Sodom. 


He watched Isaac reopen the wells that 
his father Abraham dug. 


He wrestled with Jacob at Peniel. 


He strengthened Joseph in his temp- 
tation, protected him in prison and ex- 
alted him to first place in the kingdom. 


He watched over Moses in the ark of 
bulrushes, talked to him from the burn- 
ing bush, went down into Egypt with 
him, opened the Red Sea for him, fed him 
on bread from Heaven, protected him 
with a pillar of fire by night, and after 
120 years of such blessed companionship 
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that they left no marks of passing time 
upon Moses, led him up from the plains 
of Moab unto the mountain of Nebo, to 
the top of Pisgah, let him take one long, 
loving look at the Promised Land and 
then kissed him to sleep, folded Moses’ 
hands over his breast and buried his 
body in an unmarked grave, to sleep in 
Jesus till the morning of the great resur- 
rection day. 


He was with Gideon and his famous 
300. 


He was with Samuel when he rebuked 
Saul. 


He was with David when he wrote the 
23rd Psalm. 


He was with Solomon when he built 
the first temple. 


He was with good king Hezekiah when 
Sennacherib invaded the land. 


He was with Josiah in his great refor- 
mation that brought the people back to 
the Law. 


He was with Ezekiel and Danie] in 
Babylon. 

He was with Jeremiah in Egypt. 

He was with Ezra when he returned 
from Babylon and with Nehemiah when 
he rebuilt the wall. In fact, he was with 
all those, “Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions, quenched the violence of fire, es- 
caped the edge of the sword, out of the 
weakness were made strong, waxed val- 
iant in fight, turned to flight the armies 
of the aliens.” (Heb. 11:33, 34). 


Abraham saw His day and rejoiced. 
Jacob called Him the Lawgiver of Judah. 
Moses called Him the Prophet that was 
to come. Job called Him “my living 
Redeemer.” Daniel called Him _ the 
“Ancient of days.” Jeremiah called Him 
“The Lord our Righteousness.” Isaiah 
called Him “Wonderful, Counsellor, the 
mighty God, the everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace.” 
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All of this in the Old Testament? 
Yes, and much more besides. “To Him 
give all the prophets witness.” Micah 
tells of the place of His birth. Jonah 
tells of His death, burial and resurrec- 
tion. Amos tells of His second coming. 
Joel describes the day of His wrath. 
Zechariah tells of His coming reign as 
King over all the earth. Ezekiel gives us 
a picture of His Millennial Temple. 


In fact, my friends, it matters little 
where we wander down the aisles, ave- 
nues, by-ways or highways of the Old 
Testament. Jesus walks beside us as He 
walked beside the two disciples on that 
dusty road to Emmaus on that glorious 
resurrection day long, long ago. 


Its types tell of Him, Its sacrifices 
show Him, Its symbols signify Him, Its 
histories are “His-Stories,” Its songs are 
His sentiments, Its prophecies are His 
pictures, Its promises are His pledges; 
and our hearts burn within us as we walk 
beside Him across Its living pages! 


IN THE NEW TESTAMENT 


When we open the New Testament the 
Word which was in the beginning with 
God becomes flesh and dwells among us, 
and we behold His glory, the glory as one 
of the only begotten of the Father, full 
of grace and truth. 


There are four personal histories of 
His earthly life written in the New 
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66"I\HEN a cloud covered the tent of the 

congregation, and the glory of the 
Lord filled the tabernacle.” (Exodus 
40:34). 


The Wilderness Tabernacle and its 
furnishings were built according to an 
Infinite plan. The blueprint came by 
supernatural revelation. The divisions 
were three-fold: the Outer Court, the 
Holy Place, and the Holy of Holies. 


SUPERNATURAL GLORY 


When everything was completed, a 
cloud covered the area and the glory of 
the Lord filled the structure. God’s 
presence entered the Holy of Holies and 
it was lighted with supernatural light of 
the shekinah glory. Without the Lord’s 
presence, the Tabernacle was of no 
service. 


What a beautiful picture of the Chris- 
tian! Our bodies, likened to the Old 
Testament Tabernacle and Temple, are 
meant to be made radiant and luminous 
by His presence. 


“What? know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own? For ye are bought with 
a price: therefore glorify God in your 
body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s.” (I Cor. 6:19, 20.) 


TRI-PARTITE BEING 


Man is a three-fold being. His body 
is the outer court. By means of his five 
senses he communicates with, and con- 
tacts, the external world. 


He also has a mind or soul, with which 
he thinks and exercises thought and 
emotion—affection, fear, devotion, etc. 
The mind reminds us of the Holy Place 
in the Tabernaclue. It is on the inside, 
but it is NOT the place where man and 
God meet. 


Vital Christianity is not something 
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confined to the mind or emotions. All 
false religions function in this realm— 
being simply mental and emotional. The 
spirit in man is the part of his nature 
that contacts God. It answers to the 
Holy of Holies in the Tabernacle and 
Temple. 


DARKNESS AND DEATH 


With unregenerated man, the spirit is 
in a state of death or darkness. Man is 
dead in trespasses and sin. Death is the 
absence of life. Darkness is the absence 
of light. Spiritually speaking, the unre- 
generated man has neither life nor light. 


Before the glory of the Lord filled the 
Tabernacle, the Holy of Holies was in 
darkness. When the Lord’s presence en- 
tered, that place became luminous with 
divine light. 


The Tabernacle was useless and in- 
complete without God’s presence. So 
also, is the sinner. He needs salvation, 
quickening, illumination. He needs to 
pass from death unto life. He needs to 
let the Holy Spirit take possession and 
fill his Tabernacle of flesh, with the 
glory of God’s presence. Then there will 
be light instead of darkness—life instead 
of death. 


Thus it will be seen that unregenerate 
people walk in darkness, for there is no 
light in them. They may possess wealth, 
political influence and culture . . . but 
they are still in darkness. The believer 
walks in the light, for He who is the 
Light dwells within—in the Holy of 
Holies of man’s earthly Tabernacle. 


SUPERNATURAL LIGHT 


In the Holy Place was found the seven- 
fold candlestick. It was kept filled with 
oil. Here was natural light. 


But in the Holy of Holies, no oil or 
flame were needed. The abiding pres- 
ence of the Lord gave light continually. 
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Our minds operate in the realm of the 
natural. But when we become saved, the 
Spirit of God takes up His abode in us. 
Thus we come into possession of spiritual 
discernment due to supernatural illumi- 
nation through the Spirit’s presence. 


FOLLOW THE CLOUD 


The cloud which hovered above the 
Tabernacle typifies the Holy Spirit. 
When the pillar of cloud moved, the peo- 
ple were ordered to change the location 
of the Tabernacle. When the pillar of 
cloud stopped, they were to pause and 
set up the structure. 


Is not this a precious picture of how 
the believer should be led of the Holy 
Spirit? He should live so close to the 
Lord, as to be sensitive to the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit. 


“Ye are not your own, For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” (I Cor. 6:19, 20.) 


Just as the Tabernacle was filled with 
the glory of the Lord’s presence, so 
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should the believer be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. The light that shines in us 
should not be of self. It should be the 
light of God’s presence. 


“iT? OR “HIM” 


The world talks about having “it.” 
The successful movie actor and the suc- 
cessful politician are described as pos- 
sessing “‘it.” 


The successful preacher, the success- 
ful Christian Worker, the successful 
Christian in the humblest walk of life, 
have “Him.” If we have “it” we glorify 
MAN. If we have “Him” we glorify 
GOD. 


The world today has too much of “it” 
and not enough of “Him.” In the af- 
fairs of men, there is too much of self, 
and not enough of God. This accounts 
for the present deplorable state of af- 
fairs. 


HE CONDESCENDED 


What condescension that He should 
have humiliated Himself to come down 
and take up His abode in our bodies—to 
fill us with the glory of His presence! 
How we ought to praise Him for His 
Grace! If we have never before grasped 
the truth of this fact, may we now lay 
hold of it. . . may we ever seek to glorify 
Him in thought, word, and deed. Man 
was created to glorify God. Not until 
he does so, is the purpose for which God 
created him fulfilled. And not until 
then, will he know the real joy of living. 


The abundant life, is the life wherein 
the Lord Jesus Christ has the pre- 
eminence, in all things. 


The wizened, warped, worthless life is 
the one where Christ is denied control. 


ACCEPT CHRIST 


My dear unsaved friends . . . would 
you know the joy of living? Then take 
Christ as your Saviour. Some people 
think Christianity is something to die by. 
It is something to live by. 


You don’t really live until Christ lives 
in you. If Christ dwells in you, you 
never die ... for then death becomes the 
entrance into a larger life. To depart 
and be with the Lord, is far better than 
anything this world has to offer. To die 
is GAIN. 


To go through this life without Christ, 
is to live “half dead,” for one is spirit- 
ually dead by nature, though physically 
alive. 





To live on the spiritual plane, is to live 
on the highest level. It is the thing which 
forever distinguisnes man from the brute 
creation. The animals can never have 
communion with God. They live merely 
on the plane of the physical.

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“I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 
I am the good shepherd, and know my 
sheep, and am known of mine. As the 
Father knoweth me, even so know I the 
Father: and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, that I 
might take it again.” John 10:11, 14- 
1b; 1%. 


As the Good Shepherd, He lays down 
His life for the sheep, and thus ful- 
fills the Twenty-second Psalm, which is 
the Psalm of the Cross. He was willing 
to “give his life for the sheep,” that they 
might have eternal life. “My sheep 
hear my voice,” He told the doubters, 
“and I know them, and they follow me: 
And I give unto them eternal life; and 
they shall never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my hand.” 


Second, the Great Shepherd. 


“Now the God of peace, that brought 
again from the dead our Lord Jesus, that 
great shepherd of the sheep, through the 
blood of the everlasting covenant.” 
Hebrews 13:20. 


As the Good Shepherd He must “lay 
down his life for the sheep,” but as the 
Great Shepherd He is able to “take it 
again,” that He might make “perfect” 
the sheep, and work in them that “which 
is well pleasing,” in God’s sight. It is 
not enough for Christ to die ... He must 
rise from the dead, for in His resurrected 
life He is the Shepherd of our souls, ful- 
filling all the ministry of the Shepherd 
Psalm. 


Third, the Chief Shepherd. 


“And when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, ye shall receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away.” I Peter 5:4. 


This marks the fulfillment of the 








the United States Senate April 28, 1939, 
by Senator Johnson of Colorado, summed 
up the indictment.

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Twenty-fourth Psalm, the Psalm of the 
Crown. At the time of His return, He 
will come as Chief Shepherd, and reward 
the Under Shepherds. And to all the 
Under Shepherds who have toiled and 
been an example to the flock, He will 
give a “crown of glory that fadeth not 
away.” 


“The Lord is my shepherd... ” 


I would lay emphasis upon the per- 
sonal pronoun my. If He is yours, you 
have treasure beyond description. He is 
mine — my very own .. , my Good, Great 
Chief Shepherd. 


The ministry of the late Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman was a blessing to my life when 
I was but a young man starting in the 
ministry. He and Charles Alexander 
had made an evangelistic trip around the 
world, and upon returning, he related 
several interesting experiences during 
one of his conferences at Chautauqua, 
New York. 


Dr. Chapman told of a _ colporteur 
working in Switzerland, who saw a shep- 
herd boy tending his father’s sheep, 
among the Alps. Bible in hand, the 
Christian worker tried to teach the lad 
the Twenty-third Psalm, but failed. The 
little fellow could learn just the first line 
and then only as he gave his five fingers 
the names of the words of the first sen- 
tence—The ...lLord...Is... My 
.. . Shepherd. These words were re- 
peated again and again, until he finally 
accepted Christ as his Saviour. He be- 
came outstanding in a ministry of per- 
sonal evangelism, leading many of his 
associates to Christ. 


Four years later the colporteur re- 
turned to that community and sought out 
the lad in his home. He was told by the 
mother that he was dead, but in his last 
moments had whispered softly, “The 
Lord is my shepherd,” at the same time 
running the fingers of his right hand 
over those of the left. When the under- 
taker came to lay out the little body, he 
found the right hand gripping firmly 
the possessive finger of the left hand— 
MY Shepherd. 


It is a great thing to have Christ in 
the hour of death, but it is greater to 
have him in life. When one can say, 
“The Lord is my shepherd,” he can also 
say, “I shall not want.” Christ will work 
out His threefold ministry in our lives, 
that of Prophet, Priest and King. 


As Prophet, He will warn us against 
sin. As Priest, He will pardon and for- 





give confessed sin. As King, He will 
protect us against sin, standing between 
His child and danger. 


II. POSITION 


“He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures . e 


Now, we are thinking of nourishment 
and rest. ‘He leadeth me beside the still 
waters.” 


The shepherd must lead his flock to 
drinking places, where pastures are 
green. It is said that a hungry sheep 
will never lie down, nor will a flock relax 
in quietude beside a turbulent stream. 
Streams are few in the shepherd grazing 
areas of Bible lands, so we are told. 
Where streams are found, the beds and 
banks are frequently broken, making 
their flow swift and rough. Beside such 
streams the flocks will not lie down. 
The shepherd must find still, but living 
water. This, our Good Shepherd has 
provided for His sheep. “Green pas- 
tures”... “still waters,” mean nourish- 
ment and rest. 


“Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst.” 
John 4:14. 


Christ satisfies the soul and quenches 
every thirst. Again He says, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 
O child of God! You may repose and 
rest in the finished work of Christ. John 
the Revelator, uses this shepherd picture 
of green pastures and st¢’*| waters in his 
portrayal of Heaven: “The Lamb, which 
is in the midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto living 
fountains of waters.” 








III. PROMISES 


“He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me 
in the paths of righteousness for his 
name’s sake... ” 


Let us be thankful for this promise of 
restoration. We are constantly in need 
of spiritual refreshing. Like the Prodi- 
gal, we too often journey into a far 
country, and need His restorative grace. 


The Syrian shepherd, to whom I have 
referred, tells of perilous places for the 
sheep on all sides, and says: “They seem 
never to learn to avoid them. The shep- 
herd must be ever on the watch. And 
there are private fields and sometimes 
gardens and vineyards in the shepherd 
country. If the sheep stray into them 
and are caught, they are held for ran- 
som.” So the term, “He restoreth my 
soul,” means that the shepherd brings the 
erring one back and rescues him from 
fatal and forbidden places. Is it not 
wonderful how God has made provision 
for His wandering children? : 


“He leadeth me in the paths of righte- 
ousness . ee 


He restores and then He leads us by 
His Spirit in the paths that are righte- 
ous. “For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of God.” 
Many paths that seem right, lead in 
wrong directions. But if He leads, we 
will be assured of the paths of righte- 
ousness, and He will do it for His own 
name’s sake. 


IV. PROGRESS 


“Yea, though I walk through the val- 
ley of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no €Vi..3. 3”

We have been taught to apply this 
verse to the change called death and 
that is beautiful indeed. The child of 
God walks through the valley and the 
shadow of death. We do not stop in 
death valley. Death cannot retard the 
progress of the soul, and soul means the 
life or one’s real self, in the Hebrew 
writings. O child of God, let us remem- 
ber that death cannot break God’s friend- 
ship with us. He will be our Friend just 
as much after death, as before. He will 
meet us in death valley and escort us 
through. 


“J will fear no evil: for thou art with 


ee ad 


If we have walked with Him in life as 
did Enoch, He will not let death break 
that fellowship. “Enoch walked with 
God: and he was not; for God took him.” 
No, death cannot ensnare the soul. God 
takes His children. 


It is also suggested that this passage 
refers to the dark valleys of life, 
through which we may be called to pass. 
“Some paths that are the right paths 
still lead through places that have deadly 
perils. ‘Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death,’ is the 
way the Psalm touches this fact in shep- 
herd life,” says the Syrian shepherd. He 
refers to the Valley of Robbers, and the 
Ravine of the Raven, as places in graz- 
ing lands of great peril, which tries the 
strength and skill of the shepherd as he 
seeks to protect his sheep. 


Even so, in the dark valleys through 
which the Christian may be called to 
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go, he need fear no evil, “for thou art 
with me.” The presence of the Great 
Shepherd disperses the gloom of death 
valley and assures the progress of the 
soul toward its goal of perfection in 
every good work to do His will. Hebrews 
13:21. All of which is only working out 
for the trusting child of God, “a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory.” 


V. PROVISION 


“Thou preparest a table before me in 
the presence of mine enemies... ” 


God’s provision is not a banquet in a 
gilded palace, but “a table in the pres- 
ence of mine enemies.” The Heavenly 
Father provides a table of peace, con- 
tentment and nourishment for His peo- 
ple, no matter the dissension and opposi- 
tion. Sheep, we are told, often feed out 
in desert places, surrounded by wolves, 
serpents, and other animals ready to 
pounce upon and devour them. But the 
shepherd’s skill provides for their safety, 
and they fear no evil, the shepherd being 
with them. 


“Thy rod and thy staff they comfort 


me.6a:... 


The rod is an instrument used in guid- 
ing the sheep, while the staff is a means 
of protection and comfort. Our Shep- 
herd’s provision includes the rod to 
guide — the Bible —and a staff to pro- 
tect and comfort —the Holy Spirit. By 
him we are made strong and comforted. 


“Thou anointest my head with oil; my 
cup runneth over . re 


The Good Shepherd’s provision in- 
cludes anointing oil, and the overflowing 
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cup. This naturally follows the guiding 
rod, and the comforting staff. It is said 
that at the close of the day, the shepherd 
stands in the door of the sheepfold, and 
by the movement of his body holds the 
sheep back or allows them to enter, and 
thus really becomes the door. Was this 
not what Jesus meant when He said, “I 
am the door: by me if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved, and shall go in and 
out, and find pasture.” 


The shepherd who is the door, stands 
with his horn of oil, ready to anoint the 
bruised or wounded sheep, and also those 
that are tired and worn. He bathes the 
face of the little animal assuring it of 
refreshing rest. Then he fills the cup 
to overflowing with pure water and the 
sheep’s thirst is quenched. Not until 
then is it ready to enter the fold for the 
rest of the night. Even so, the Great 
Shepherd ministers to the tired pilgrim. 
“Thou anointest my head with oil; m 
cup runneth over.” 


VI. PROSPECT 


“Goodness and mercy shall follow me 
all the days of my life: and I will dwell 
in the house of the Lord for ever...” 


The last division of the outline given 
by the English preacher is beautiful, 
“Before me, the House of the Lord.” 


Dr. F. B. Meyer, who said this Psalm 
was “A Night Light for a Dying Cham- 
ber,” also explained that Goodness and 
Mercy are the shepherd dogs. While 
the shepherd goes before his sheep, his 
faithful dogs follow after. These two 
faithful dogs have followed us even from 
the cradle to the present time, and surely 
our Shepherd will not allow death to 
separate us from His love and fellow- 
ship. 


The House of the Lord is still before 
us. “I will” — not shall, but will, for it 
is a final great decision, a settled pur- 
pose, “Dwell in the house of the Lord 
for ever.” The House of the Lord is 
still before us.

Testament. One is by Matthew, the re- 
deemed publican, and_ signifies His 
lineage; one is by Mark, the unknown 
servant, which magnifies His service; 
one is by Luke, “the beloved physi- 
cian,” and tells of His humanity; and one 
is by John, “whom Jesus loved,” and it 
tells of His deity. He is Christ the King 
in Matthew, the Servant in Mark, the 
Man in Luke, and the Incarnate Word in 
John. 


Concerning His royal lineage we learn 
that He was born in Bethlehem, the Seed 
of Abraham, the Son of David, the Son 
of Mary, the Son of God; and was ac- 
knowledged “Christ the Lord,’ God’s 
Son, “The Saviour of men,” by angels, 
demons, shepherds and wise men; and 
that He received tribute of gold, frank- 
incense and myrrh. 


Concerning His service we learn that 
He labored as a carpenter, opened eyes 
of the blind, unstopped deaf ears, loosed 
dumb tongues, cleansed lepers, healed 
the sick, restored withered hands, fed the 
hungry, sympathized with the sad, 
washed the disciples’ feet, wept with 
Mary and Martha, preached the gospel to 
the poor, went about doing good, and 
gave His life as a ransom for many. 


Concerning His humanity we learn 
that He was born of a woman, as a little 
babe was wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
grew up and developed as a child in wis- 
dom, stature, and in favor with God and 
man. He worked with His hands, He 
grew weary, He hungered, He thirsted, 
He slept, He felt the surge of anger; 
knew what it was to be sad, shed tears, 
sweat drops of blood; was betrayed, went 
through the mockery of a criminal trial, 
was scourged, had His hands and feet 
pierced; wore a crown of thorns, was

spit upon, was crucified, wrapped in a 
winding sheet and was buried in a bor- 
rowed tomb, behind a sealed stone and 
was guarded by Roman soldiers in His 
death.

Dr. George E. Sullivan's Statement Before 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 





AM a native of the Nation’s Capital 

where I have resided nearly sixty-two 
years. For more than forty years I have 
been engaged in the active practice of 
the legal profession, and for more than 
seven years past I have devoted consid- 
erable time to painstaking research in 
the interest of the future welfare of the 
American Republic. 


I crave the indulgence of your Com- 
mittee in presenting briefly some care- 
fully considered ideas formulated by me 
relative to pending S. 666 which seeks 
mobilization of our manpower and wom- 
anpower for civilian or noncombatant ac- 
tivities deemed by the President essential 
to the war effort, the Bill covering men 
up to 65 and women up to 50 years of 
age. 





erty!” So important did Jefferson re- 
gard this warning that he was careful 
to amplify it, as follows: 


“Free government is founded on 
jealousy, not in confidence. It is jeal- 
ousy and not confidence, which pre- 
scribes limited constitutions to bind 
down those whom we are obligated to 
trust with power. Our Constitution 
has, accordingly, fixed the limits to 
which, and no further, our confidences 
will go. In questions of power, then, 
let not more be heard of confidence in 
man, but bind him down from mischief 
by the chains of the Constitution.” 


The fundamental doctrine involved in 
Jefferson’s warning was plainly recog- 
nized by the Supreme Court of the Unit-

strange enough! .. . he shows that the measure bears the mysterious 
number “Senate Resolution 666 — reminding prophetical students of 
Revelation 13:18: “Let him that hath understanding count the number of 
the beast: for it is the number of a man; and his number is SIX HUNDRED 
THREE SCORE AND SIX.” ... Senator Robert R. Reynolds is Chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee before whom Dr. Sullivan appeared. 





To confer such power upon any Pres- 
ident would not only be without prece- 
dent in American history, but would, ob- 
viously, expand the constitutional office 
of Commander-in-Chief of our armed 
forces into the unconstitutional one of 
Commander of the American people, and, 
in effect, into the further unconstitu- 
tional one of Commander of the Amer- 
ican Congress. ‘ 


Brushing aside constitutional safe- 
guards is never the way to AMERICAN 
VICTORY, because the preservation ot 
the American Republic is absolutely es- 
sential to any American Victory, and 
the maintenance of constitutional safe- 
guards is indispensable to any assurance 
of such preservation. We must never 


forget the warning of Thomas Jefferson: 
“Eternal vigilance is the price of lib 





ed States in the leading case of Ex parte 
Milligan, 4 Wall. (U.S.) 2: 


“But it is insisted that the safety of 
the country in time of war demands 
that this broad claim for martial law 
shall be sustained. If this were true. 
it could well be said that a country, 
preserved at the sacrifice of all the 
cardinal principles of liberty, is not 
worth the cost of preservation. Hap- 
pily, it is not so.” ... 


One leading proponent of S. 666 has 
told your Committee that very little ac- 
tual compulsion will be needed after the 
passage of the Bill, as it would generally 
suffice— 

“to have the sanction of Government 


compulsion behind whatever you ask 
people to do.” (p. 77, Hearings before 





Senate Military Affairs Committee on 
S. 666) 


Would this be “freedom from fear” or 
rather compulsion through fear? 


The frequent use by high Government 
officials of the terms “total mobilization” 
and “total war” should leave no doubt 
in anybody’s mind as to the extent to 
which S. 666 would be made use of it 
enacted. 


In: fact, leading proponents of S. 666 
have told your Committee that “both our 
friends and our foes” have adopted mo- 
bilization fpr civilian as well as military 
service, and that leading war correspon- 
dents who have been in Japan, Germany 
and England are “literally appalled” 
that the United States does not have 
such a law (p. 58, Hearings before Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee on S 
666). The leading war correspondents 
mentioned have doubtless seen so much 
of totalitarianism on both sides of the 
present conflict that they have forgot- 
ten, if they ever knew, what American- 
ism is. 


Everyone admits that the winning of 
this war is going to depend upon PRO- 
DUCTION. Moreover, the Americar. 
Republic is looked to by the so-called 
United Nations to achieve most of 
this necessary production. As Senator 
Downey has told your Committee, we 
are, in addition to raising an army of 
between eleven and twelve million, un- 
dertaking to construct naval and carge 
tonnage “over four times as much as all 
of the rest of the world combined”, and 
to build more airplanes than our foes 
and allies combined, and that the burden 
of our total undertaking is so great that 
our economy is “crashing” (p. 153, Hear- 
ings before Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee on S. 666). Senator Downey 
might have appropriately quoted, in such 
connection, the assertion of Stalin in his 


book “Foundations of Leninism”, p. 95, * 


that “practical bankruptcy” in a nation 
to be victimized is an ideal condition for 
its take-over. Surely the “crashing” of 
our economy, through too great a load, 
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does not help us toward victory, but in- 
stead produces the state of chaos which 
renders a Nation helpless against design- 
ing and unscrupulous foes. 


The only basis for expecting any 
greater productiveness by the American 
Republic is the inherently superior pro- 
ductiveness of the American system over 
totalitarianism. How absurd it is, there- 
fore, to tell us how “literally appalled”’ 
are war correspondents because we do 
not abandon our superior productiveness 
by adopting the total mobilization of to. 
talitarianism! The American system 
constitutes the Golden Goose which is 
laying the golden eggs of production. 
We cannot maintain America’s superior 
production if we discontinue Constitu- 
tional American Liberty and American 
Free Enterprise, out of which such su- 
perior production arises. 


If the British Empire, with its vast 
resources and a total population many 
times that of the United States, had the 
equivalent of Constitutional American 
Liberty and American Free Enterprise, 
its productiveness would be many times 
that of the United States. No one knows 
this better than Winston Churchill, who, 
in his book “Step by Step,” published in 
1939, declared: 


“Washington administration 
has waged so ruthless a war on pri- 
vate enterprise that the United States, 
with none of the perils and burdens of 
Europe upon it, is actually at the pres- 
ent moment leading the world back 
into the trough of depression.” (p. 166) 


Again, if the Soviet Union, with its 
vast resources and a total population far 
exceeding that of the United States, had 
the equivalent of Constitutional Amer- 
ican Liberty and American Free Enter- 
prise, its productiveness would greatly 
exceed that of the United States; and, 
after the more than twenty-five years of 
its functioning, it would really be the 
most prosperous and independent Nation 
in Europe or Asia, instead of occupying 
the position of a public mendicant crav- 





ing butter and other supplies. It could 
have had truths to spread, similar to the 
truths regarding the American Repub- 
lic, ard would not have any desire to 
spreai fictions and distortions through 
deceptive films and other misleading 
propaganda. 


If any member of your Committee has 
any doubt or question about the regime 
of the Soviet Union from the beginning, 
he can remove all doubt by consulting 
an official Department of State Publica- 
tion, entitled “Foreign Relations of the 
United States, 1918, Russia I,” published 
in 1931, and identified as State Depart- 
ment Publication No. 222, which includes 
a very illuminating report of September 
1918 to the British Government by the 
Netherlands Minister, stating: 


“Whole Soviet government has sunk 
to the level of a criminal organiza- 
tion.” (p. 678) 


Another illuminating Report is con- 
tained in Senate Document No. 50 of the 
67th Congress, 1st Session, entitled “In- 
formation on Russia,” ordered to be 
printed July 12, 1921. It shows in detail 
how a rapidly increasing deficit, coupled 
with an intensive rationing system, en- 
abled the nationalization of everything 
and everybody, and also the dire conse- 
quences thereof. 


As we look about us in the United 
States today, we see the rapidly increas- 
ing deficit, coupled with an intensive ra- 
tioning system, and the consequent 
steady elimination of private enterprise, 
and when we also learn that similar con. 
ditions prevail in six other sectors of the 
world,—the Soviet Union, Great Britain, 
China, Japan, Germany and Italy,—with 
the following heads of the seven sectors, 
Roosevelt, Stalin, Churchill, Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek, Tojo, Hitler and Mussolini, we 
are caused to reflect upon the warning 
given in Holy Scripture, Revelation or 
Apocalypse, Chapter 13. (Editor’s note: 
The fact that Mussolini has now been re- 
moved from office, does not change in 
the least, the basic principles involved in

Dr. Sullivan’s discussion.) A very pre- 
cise warning is given against a “dragon” 
having “seven heads” seeking to domi- 
nate all peoples and nations, and using 
as its method of domination “that no 
man might buy or sell” save as a dicta- 
torship or bureaucracy allows,— such 
method being specifically identified in 
Revelation or Apocalypse 13:17 as fol- 
lows: 


“And that no man might buy or sell, 
but he that hath the character, or the 
name of the beast, or the number of 
his name.” 


The dragon or beast indicated is ob- 
viously no natural animal, but an arti- 
ficial Super-State Dragon seeking to 
wield world power on such a far-reaching 
scale that, if the people of one section 
rebel, they will be crushed by the power 
of the other sections. This is plainly 
manifest from the following:

Our necessary alarm at present-day 
conditions is by no means removed by 
the fact of the open hostility now exist- 
ing between some of the seven heads, 
using the method identified in Holy 
Seripture. When human beings are vir- 
tually “crated” by such method, no 
change in personality of the head of any 
“erated” group effects a liberation of the 
group, but leaves them in the same 
plight. Nor is it necessary to impugn 
the motives of all of such heads, but the 
resulting consequences are equally seri- 
ous, no matter what the motives may be. 


Another most alarming feature is the 
fact that Holy Scripture is very explicis 
in identifying the dragon or beast by 
number, saying: 


“He that hath understanding, let him 
count the number of the beast. For it 
is the number of a man; and the num- 
ber of him is six hundred and sixty- 
six.” (Revelation or Apocalypse 13: 
18) 


When S. 666 was introduced in the U. 
S. Senate on February 8, 1943, it drew 
its strange number — 666—~in regular 
course, except insofar as Divine Provi- 
dence doubtless had a hand in giving it 
the special number — 666—to warn us 
against it, because, regardless of the 
intentions or purposes of the introducer, 
it would or could serve as a final step 
in the regimentation of the manpower 
and womanpower of the American Re- 
public so as to make them ready victims 
of a Super-State Dragon. Divine Prov- 
idence had such a hand in the establish- 
ment of our Republic in Washington’s: 
time, and in its preservation in Lincoln’s 
time, as Washington and Lincoln both 
acknowledged, that it should not be sur- 
prising to find Divine Providence special 
ly interested in saving our Republic now. 


Instead of seriously considering the 
enactment of S. 666, the Congress would 
do well to lose no time in putting a stop 
to the steady elimination of private en- 
terprise, which cannot possibly survive a 
rapidly increasing deficit and an inten- 
sive rationing system of long duration. 
Not only does the Executive Department 
suggest no early remedying of this sit- 
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uation, but it is being strongly hinted 
that it may be carried into the post-war 
era as regards the rationing feature, as 
an important factor in giving so-called 
cradle-to-the-grave security. 





The American people made it very 
clear in the last Congressional election 
that they look to Congress to safeguard 
and protect Americanism and not submit 
to further Executive experiments be- 
lieved by the Executive to improve 
Americanism. Surely, the American peo- 
ple acted none too soon. They want 2 
real American victory in which the 
American Republic and American Inde- 
pendence will be preserved, and to this 
end they look to Congress to see to it 
that the war situation is not used for 
the surrender of American Independence 
to any world organization in the form of 
a Super-State, international bank or 
other international edifice wielding world 
power. What the world needs most to- 
day are free individuals making up the 
membership of civilized nations, with the 
latter ready and anxious to take con- 
certed action against piratical or brig- 
andry groups or nations, but resolutely 
opposed to admitting into the society of 
civilized nations any piratical or brig- 
andry groups or nations. The recent so- 
called “liberal” viewpoint that a piratical 
or brigandry group or nation ought not 
to be denied admittance into the society 
of civilized nations can no longer be tol- 
erated. As well might foxes be wel- 
comed to hen-houses, or wolves to sheep 
herds. 


If constitutional safeguards were 
brushed aside so as to obtain the enact- 
ment of S. 666, it is impossible to exag- 
gerate the disastrous consequences. At 
least one of the so-called four freedoms 
would be a necessary casualty, because 
everyone would be in constant fear and 
jeopardy by being liable to be removed 
from his community, his family, and his 
regular business or occupation and as- 
signed to any kind of work anywhere in 
the world. Disintegration of the com- 
munity, the family, and even a long- 
established business or profession might 
result anywhere at any time, and invol- 
untary servitude in violation of the 13th 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution be- 
come a nationalized institution, without 
even exempting womanhood from such 
servitude along with the removal from 
the home and community. The disinte- 
gration of the Republic itself might be 
expected to follow soon after the putting 





into effect of such a so-called law. 
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The proponents of S. 666 would, if 
successful, accomplish what one Clinton 
Roosevelt sought to accomplish over a 
century ago, when he published his 
strange book mis-labeled “The Science 
of Government” (1841), advocating, in 
lieu of the American system, that work- 
ers generally, factory and farm, be treat- 
ed like “soldiers in an army” (p. 108). 
The book will be found in the Rare Book 
Section of the Library of Congress cata- 
logued “JK216. R78.” Clinton Roose- 
velt had the effrontery to claim that, un- 
der his regimenting method,— 


“The people will have the whole 
power of the purse, the sword, and leg- 
islature, all the time in their own hands 
literally.” (pp. 109-110) 


When workers generally, factory and 
farm, become like “soldiers in an army,” 
it is obviously absurd to say that the 
power is in them in any other way than 
it is in oxen pulling an ox-cart or in 
slaves of a galley-ship, with the real con- 
trol exercised by those wielding the com- 
pelling medium. 


Recent illusionary and delusionary 
propaganda for a world organization 
pretended to give “cradle-to-the-grave 
security” is also lacking in novelty. Sim- 
ilar propaganda was contained in Ed- 
ward Bellamy’s “Looking Backward” 
(1888), proclaiming, as supposedly of 
the year 2000,— 


“No man any more has any care for 


. the morrow, either for himself or his 


children, for the nation guarantees the 
nurture, education and comfortable 
maintenance of every citizen FROM 
THE CRADLE TO THE GRAVE.” 
(p. 90) 


The proposition should really be la- 
belled “Humanity Uprooted.” 
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RELIGIOUS PROGRESS THROUGH 
RELIGIOUS REVIVALS. By Dr. F. G.

R. BEARDSLEY, an historian of 
note, presents a valuable record ex- 
plaining the influence of revivals upon 
the general progress of Christianity and 
civilization. In this day when Modern- 
ism has derided evangelism and stressed 
a social gospel, such a treatise meets an 
imperative need. 


The Publishers correctly affirm: 
“Every great forward movement in the 
history of the Christian Church, every 
important advance in the propagation of 
God’s kingdom, has been preceded by 
some mighty spiritual upheaval, by 
awakening of new life in the hearts of 
men; in short by a revival of religion.” 


Fifteen chapters are required to dis- 
cuss the history of the Great Awakening 
in the days of Whitefield and Edwards, 
the Wesleyan Revival in England, the 
two Revivals of the Nineteenth Century, 
the expansion of Missions, the develop- 
ment of Religious Literature and Chris- 
tian Education, the Abolition of Slavery, 
and the development of Moral and Social 
Reforms. 


In conclusion, we read: “If the experi- 
ences of the past afford any guide for 
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the future, we may hope for revivals of 
religion only when the Church takes to 
her knees. The Church in recent years 
has been suffering from a state of spirit- 
ual lethargy. The prayer of the prophet 
Habakkuk, ‘O Lord, revive thy work in 
the midst of the years,’ should be the 
prayer of every earnest Christian heart, 
that a deep and powerful and lasting 
revival of religion with all of its benign 
influences and results, may not only 
sweep over our own Country but visit 
the entire world.” 





EVANGELICALS, REVOLUTIONISTS

E SIX biographical lectures present- 

ed here were first delivered at Drew 
University in March 1942. The Author 
has occupied the office of Bishop in the 
Methodist Church since 1912. 


Because early American history is, in 
some ways, repeating itself today, Bishop 
McConnell has dipped deep into the past, 
using the lives of six well known char- 
acters as the basis of his study. These 
leaders, though diverse in purpose and 
achievements, released currents of last- 
ing influence in shaping the mind of 
America down to the present hour. Each 
helped mold colonial thought and left his 
smark upon generations unborn. 


It is said of these lectures: “They show 
the ease and the style which succeeds 
| in making profound truths simple; the 
dark sections of history are lighted with 
research and insight, and to what might 
have been savorless, there was added the 
| saving pinch of salty humor... a unique 
way of putting vast thought systems in 
story form.”

Connell include James Edward Ogle 
thorpe, founder of Georgia, a philan- 
thropist whose idealism never failed as 
he struggled to make a haven for the 
oppressed of the Old World. 


John Wesley and George Whitefield, 
leaders of early Methodism and Calvin- 
ism, worked with Oglethorpe. 


Thomas Paine, hater of privilege in 
any form, a born pamphleteer, came from 
England to become a leader in the colo- 
nies, developing popular sentiment which 
helped make possible the Declaration of 
Independence and bring about the Revo- 
lutionary War. His “Age of Reason,” 
distributed all over America, called forth 
a storm of justified opposition without 
parallel. His spiteful attacks upon the 
credibility of the Bible and deity of Christ 
caused him to be labeled “atheist,” al- 
though in truth he admitted belief in 
God. But his influence continued through 
the years, and today his misguided dis- 
ciples sit in the chairs of learning, and 
even stand in pulpits clothed with eccle- 
siastical robes. 


George Berkeley, Irish ciergyman, 
planned a great university in Bermuda 
for training Americans in religion and 
philosophy. This failed, but he came to 
Rhode Island, to strike a blow against 
materialism. 


William Wilberforce, radical humani- 
tarian, in his battle against the sluve 
trade, is the last of the early leaders 
considered for their influence upon 
America. ‘

God Provides For His People 
Exodus 16 and 17 











OLDEN TEXT: “Give us this day our 
daily bread.” Matthew 6:11. 


First Corinthians 10:1-11 should be 
studied in connection with this lesson. 
The smitten Rock of Horeb (Ex. 17:6) is 
a type of the Rock to which Paul re- 
ferred (I Cor. 10:4). 


The journey from Egypt to the Prom- 
ised Land was not far in point of miles, 
yet it took 40 years for the people to 
reach their destination. On first thought, 
it might seem strange that God did not 
direct Moses to follow the short route, 
across the Isthmus of Suez and Philistia. 
But His ways are not man’s ways, and 
He can afford to take plenty of time in 
working out plans for the highest good 
of His children. In this life, there are 
things of great importance, vital to our 
spiritual welfare, that can be learned 
only through adversity. 


In the lesson for today, we are im- 
pressed with the thought of God’s care 
for His people, even though they exhibit 
a rebellious spirit, and often lack love 
and understanding. 


1. The people murmur. How difficult 
it is for human beings to trust God’s 
leadership! Here we see a people who 
had witnessed, not one but many glori- 
ous evidences of loving care and provi- 
dential guidance. They sang a song of 
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gratitude as they realized the waters of 
the sea had buried the enemy, but this 
spirit of praise lasted only a short time. 
For the third time since leaving Egypt 
they “murmured against Moses.” Yet 
not really against Moses, because he re- 
minded them: “Your murmurings are not 
against us but against the Lord.” Let 
Christians take care, lest they be guilty 
of wishing to “turn again to the weak 
and beggarly elements, whereunto ye de- 
sire again to be in bondage.” Gal. 4:9. 


Human nature is the same today, as in 
the days of Moses. We are prone to 
complain about hardships found in the 
Christian life, forgetting the terrors of 
Satan’s bondage. Those wandering in 
the desert, remembered the meat, onions, 
garlic and leeks, and forgot the hours of 
bitter toil under the lash of the task- 
masters. Murmurers have short mem- 
ories. 


2. God provided nourishment for the 
people. He graciously recognized their 
desire for food, and sent flocks of quails 
to cover the camp, providing substance 
for the evening meal. But in the morn- 
ing the ground was covered with “bread 
from heaven” — something resembling 
coriander seed in size and shape, and 
tasting like wafers made with honey. It 
contained every mineral and vitamin 
known to modern science as necessary to 
human life, and provided delicious and 
satisfying food for 40 years. Each per- 
son or family, gathered only as much as 
was needed for the day, with a double 
portion to last over the sabbath. God 
will take care of tomorrow! Jesus said 
(John 6:31-35): “Our fathers did eat 
manna in the wilderness ... My Father 
giveth you the true bread from heaven 
. .. I am the bread of life,” 


3. God provides rest for His children. 
For the first time, the sabbath is men- 
tioned in connection with man. Here is 
a principle of life, established for the 
welfare of the human family. “The 
sabbath was made for man, and not man 
for the sabbath,” said Jesus. Science has 
proved the truth of this provision. One 
day of rest in seven, is needed by man, 
his beasts of burden, and even his ma- 


followed them: 





chinery. He needs rest for physical 
well-being, as well as spiritual develop- 
ment. 


The meaning of the word Sabbath is 
“rest. It was meant to be a holy rest, a 
day for cessation from physical labor 
dedicated to thoughts of God, a day of 
worship of the One who provides life and 
all its blessings. Observed correctly, it 
is a means of spiritual growth and well- 
being. 


In the Christian dispensation, the old 
covenant was annulled. (Heb. 7:18 and 
8:6-7.) The Jewish sabbath was dis- 
placed by the “Lord’s day,” in which 
Christians are to rest from labor, and 
engage in the worship of God through 
the Lord Jesus Christ who is Mediator 
of the new covenant. 


4. God provides water. After meat 
anid manna had been furnished, the camp 
was moved to Rephidim, but lack of 
water soon caused another wave of dis- 
sention against Moses. It is possible for 
life to continue much longer in the 
absence of food than without water. 
Small wonder that the people were 
alarmed. Yet, in the knowledge of God’s 
protective care, rebellion was unwar- 
ranted. But it assumed such proportions, 
that Moses cried unto God, explaining 
how the people were almost ready to 
stone him. God heard the cry of His 
man, and the answer was accompanied 
with power to strike a rock, causing a 
stream of water to burst forth. 


The smitten rock in Horeb typified 
the smitten Christ at Calvary. Water 
poured forth from the desert rock. Water 
and biood poured forth from the pierced 
side of the Christ. Paul says: “They did 
all drink the same spiritual drink: for 
they drank of that spiritual Rock that 
and that Rock was 
Christ.” Hence the words of our Lord: 
“Whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in 
him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life.” ’ 


The water supply came from the place 
least expected—gushing from a _ hard, 
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unpromising rock. And so in Christ, “to 
the Jews a stumbling block, and to the 
Greeks foolishness” is found the living 
water. From the smitten rock, the 
“Rock of Ages, cleft for me,” flow cur- 
rents of living water. He is the Rock 
of the Church. He said: “Upon this rock 
(the fact of His deity), I will build my 
church.” 


Let us be thankful for His abundant 
provision—bread from heaven and water 
from the Rock, to strengthen and refresh 
us... pilgrims in a “dry and weary land, 
where no water is.” 





August 22, 1943 

God Gives Laws For His People 

Exodus 19 to 24; Deut. 11:18-21; Gall. 
3:23-28; 5:13-14 

OLDEN TEXT: “Thou shalt love the 

Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; and thy 
neighbor as thyself.” Luke 10:27. 











Moses and his followers had not gone 
far, before learning that they would have 
to fight their way to Canaan. God pro- 
vided food:and water, but did not exempt 
them from opposition. Fierce desert 
tribes were to be encountered. This, too, 
was part of their educatio’i, and typifies 
the Christian’s warfare with Satan and 
anti-Christ persecutors. Spiritual char- 
acter is built out of conflicts and wrest- 
lings with the enemy of the soul. Be- 
lievers are admonished to “fight the good 
fight of faith; lay hold on eternal life.” 
As Moses faced the Amalekites at Rephi- 
dim shortly after their deliverance from 
Egypt, so Jesus went from His baptism 
to a contest with Satan. In like manner, 
Christians are fiercely assaulted by the 
enemy. “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
Eph. 6:12. 


From Rephidim, the travellers moved 
on, and three months from the day they 
left Egypt, pitched camp at the foot of 
Mount Sinai. Here they could view the 
mountain which was destined to blaze 
with divine glory. Moses was called to 
meet God and receive tablets of stone, 
engraved with the Ten Commandments. 


1. The Giving of the Law. Moses the 
Leader, was now to become, Moses the 
Lawgiver. He became God’s spokesman 
to transmit the Law to the human fam- 





ily. To create greater respect toward 
the things of God, a mighty demonstra- 
tion of His presence was given the peo- 
ple. Moses alone, as their ambassador, 
was allowed to enter His audience cham- 
ber. The light of God, reflected from 
the countenance of Moses, was so bril- 
liant, that the people could not look upon 
his face. His skin was so luminous that 
a veil was required. But “Moses wist 
not that his face shone.” Unconscious 
beauty, reflected from the light of God. 
If you are really spiritually beautiful, 
you won’t notice it! 


2. The Content of the Law. First given 
were the Ten Commandments, outlining 
man’s duty to God, and his fellow man. 
The people were to worship the one true 
God, make no pagan images, and hold 
His name in veneration. The seventh 
day was holy, and dedicated to worship. 
In all things, God was to be given pre- 
eminence. When that is done, man’s re- 
lation to others naturally synchronizes 
with God’s will. Obedience and respect 
to parents, rules against murder, 
adultery, false witness and covetousness, 
follow. These six “thou shalt not’s” are 
of primary importance, being funda- 
mental to right social relationships. 


Civil laws of various kinds followed 
the giving of the Decalogue. Since 
Moses and his people were to be sepa- 
rated, even as Christians in this era are 
expected to live a separated life, re- 
ligious laws were given first place. When 
the religious side of an individual or a 
nation is right, then civil and national 
matters conform accordingly. The Law 
was meant to be a “schoolmaster” lead- 
ing to Christ, and not an end in itself. 


3. Specific Laws Mentioned. 


(a) Carrying false reports is wicked 
behaviour, to be shunned. Idle and false 
gossip may ruin a reputation. Once a 
rumor starts, it immediately gets out of 
hand, and like wildfire, spreads through 
a community. Like James Thurber’s 
story of the breaking of the dam: Some- 
one started to run at noon on a busy 
street, another heard the word “dam,” 
and inside of ten minutes 2,000 persons 
were in full flight. To every one who 
asked the reason for the panic, someone 
would gasp, “The dam has broke, go 
east.” Had the dam broken, the waters 
could not have reached the city, but no 
one stopped to think of that until na- 
tional guardsmen were sent out in lorries 
to quiet the crowd and convince them the 





structure was intact. “Thou shalt not 


take up a false report.” 


(b) Do not feel obligated to follow the 
crowd. The folks who joined the crowd 
racing east, away from the river, were 
much humiliated when the truth became 
known. Just because everybody is doing 
a thing, does not justify one’s following 
the same path. “Vox populi” is not 
“Vox dei,” no matter how loudly it may 
be proclaimed. The Christian will not be 
quickly stampeded. He will satisfy him- 
self a course is right, and move accord- 
ingly—no matter how many ... or how 
few, are going that direction. Someone 
once said to Martin Luther: “The whole 
world is against you.” He made the 
quick retort: “Go back and tell the whole 
world, I am against it.” 


(c) Do not exhibit favoritism. God is 
no respecter of persons, neither should 
humans assume such a _ prerogative. 
Justice is dua because of a rightness of 
the cause, not due to the wealth, or so- 
cial standing, or poverty of the person. 


(d) Do not return evil for evil. If 
you show a forgiving and helpful spirit 
toward an adversary, if is your means of 
“heaping coals of fire upon his head.” 
In doing so, one will often win a friend 
and lose an enemy. The Christian there- 
by makes a favorable impression for 
Christ. 


(e) Do not give or take bribes. This 
does not always invoke the passing of 
money. It may mean a boost to power, 
or some form of help toward business, 
motivated by selfish and sinful desires. 
It may be fear on the part of a Chris- 
tian leader to speak out against evil, be- 
cause of offending some contributor.

These are a few of the many disciplin- 
ary safeguards that God has placed 
around His children in this life. 


4. The Law and the Gospel. The Law, 
being only an expedient, passed away 
when faith came into existence. Now 
that we are justified by faith, there re- 
mains no need of a tutor. Graduation 
day has come, and Christians no longer 
are bound by the rules of school. They 
are free men in Christ, having reached 
maturity and attained rightful place as 
sons of God. Through regeneration and 
growth in Christ, the Law becomes en- 
graved on the tablets of the heart, to 
become the motivation for holy living 
and Christian conduct. True character 
is Christ in expression, through the per- 
sonality of the believer. 





August 29, 1943 
Sin And Restoration 
Exodus, Chapters 32, 33 and 34 











OLDEN TEXT: “The Lord is long- 

suffering, and of great mercy, for- 
giving iniquity and transgression.” Num. 
14:18. 


It seems almost unbelievable that, 
after the wonders wrought in Egypt, de- 
liverance from Pharaoh and the Amale- 
kites, supplying of food and water, over- 
whelming sights and sounds at Sinai, 
this people could so soon, and upon a 
slight pretext, turn away from God and 
give themselves over to frenzied and 
shameful idolatrous orgies. However, it 
should be remembered that they had been 
degraded slaves for centuries, enjoying 
little religious culture, being constantly 
exposed to idolatry and _ superstition. 
Outward, visible things swayed their ac- 
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tions. They lacked capacity for appre- 
ciating spiritual values. With their leader 
gone 40 days, the miraculous wonders of 
Sinai interrupted, they yielded to the im- 
pulse of reviving certain forms of Egyp- 
tian idolatry. They were not justified in 
taking this step, but due to lack of faith 
in their leader and God, entered upon 
paths of weakness and wickedness. 


We must not forget, that everything 
which happened to them is an admonition 
to us. Therefore, it is well to take stock 
of ourselves, that we do not yield to 
temptation. There are modern forms of 
“idol worship” which may come between 
Christians and the Heavenly Father. 
They may not fashion a golden god Apis 
and bow before it, yet the visible and 
tangible attractions of this world .. . its 
gold, pomp, revelries, glories, can draw 
believers away from the invisible God 
and cause them to bow before idols of the 
heart. 


Acceptance of Christ does not erase 
human faculties or passions. It rather 
serves to readjust the forces of our na- 
ture, by taking from the flesh and restor- 
ing to the spirit, that dominion over life 
which the spirit should exercise. Paul 
says, “Let not sin reign in your; mortal 
body.” He then tells us, “There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them which 
are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. For the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death.” Romans 8:1-2. 


In this lesson we consider: 


1. The Sin. Sin is an act, in opposi- 
tion to the character and will of God. 
In this case, it was the making of a 
golden calf—a perverted expression of 
the human tendency toward worship... 
the physical senses must see, feel or 
hear, that with which man is dealing. 
The natural man cannot understand 
spiritual things. He must be born again, 
to discern the things of God. He must 
become a spiritual man. 


2. The Result. While the Law Giver 
could not see what was being done at the 
camp in his absence, God knew and in- 
formed Moses. Righteous anger flared 
justifiably. Divine wrath would destroy 
this weak and corrupt people, and let 
Moses be the progenitor of another na- 
tion! It was under these circumstances 


that Moses made his magnificent plea 
to God. He reminded God how He had 
delivered the people out of Egypt. What 





would the Egyptians say, if He should 
destroy them now? He plead for their 
forgiveness. Like Christ, he became a 
mediator between human beings and God. 


Having interceded successfully, Moses 
started down the mountain with the 
tables of stone. As he came near the 
people, and saw what they were doing, 
“Moses’ anger waxed hot, and he cast 
the tables out of his hands, and brake 
them beneath the mount. And he took 
the calf which they had made, and burnt 
it with fire, and ground it to powder, 
and strewed it upon the water, and made 
the children of Israel drink of it.” He 
then rebuked Aaron, called the Levites, 
and sent them out on a mission to slay 
three thousand ringleaders of this licen- 
tious worship. A great and grevious sin 
had been committed ... and, at all costs, 
the purging process must be complete! 


3. The Restoration. Because of the 
plea of Moses, God relinquished His 
anger and forgave this people. They 
were to have another chance, and yet 
another. “The Lord is merciful and gra- 
cious, slow to anger, and plenteous in 
mercy. He hath not dealt with us after 
our sins; nor rewarded us according to 
our iniquities.” Psalms 103:8 and 10. In 
this experience, we see God manifesting 
Grace far back in Old Testament times. 


Another chance to make good, was 
given. Knowing the frailties of human 
nature, divine Grace opens doors which 
justice would close. “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” Grace transformed even 
a poor weak Aaron, into the first High 
Priest of the Tabernacle. 





September 5, 1943 
Israel Called to Be a Holy People 


Book of Leviticus 











OLDEN TEXT: “Be ye holy; for I am 
holy.” I Peter 1:16. 


Leviticus occupies the same relation 
to Exodus, as the Epistles do to the four 
Gospels. Exodus is the record of re- 
demption, and lays the foundation of the 
cleansing and worship of people re- 
deemed from bondage. Leviticus gives 
the detail of the walk, worship and ser- 
vice of that people. In Exodus, God 
speaks out of the Mount, to which ap- 
proach is forbidden. In Leviticus He 
speaks out of the Tabernacle, in the 
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midst of the people. The word “holiness” 
appears 87 times in this book. 


Israel in the Wilderness is a type of 
the Church in the World. Meant to be a 
“called-out” people, separated from other 
nations, this people sank to unbelievable 
depths, becoming a nation of “evil figs,” 

. “a reproach and a proverb, a taunt 
and a curse, in all places” (Jeremiah 24), 


In order to instruct Moses and his peo- 
ple regarding spiritual matters, and to 
teach the world through types, about 
the coming of Christ, Moses was in- 
structed to build a House of God — the 
Wilderness Tabernacle. The tribe of 
Levi was divided into three parts, and 
given the task of caring for the Taber- 
nacle, thereby leading the people in prop- 
er worship of the true God. Laws neces- 
sary to righteous living were given, cov- 
ering not only moral aspects of life, but 
social and economic phases as well. So 
perfect were these laws, that many na- 
tions have modeled their systems after 
them. 


1. God is Holy. Perfection has no de- 
grees, for it is absolute. It is a goal to 
be striven for by man, but reached only 
through the Lord Jesus Christ. “Not as 
though I had already attained, either 
were already perfect: but I follow after, 
if that I may apprehend that for which 
also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus 
... Forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus.” Thus wrote the 
great Apostle to the Gentiles. 


The Hebrew word translated “holy” 
means “separate or apart.” God is holy 
in character. Only in His strength, is it 
possible for man to be made separate 
through holiness of character. He is 
perfect in power, wisdom and goodness. 
He is perfect light, love, and righteous- 
ness. To follow His wili, means that one 
grows toward that perfection which 
dwells alone in Him. 


2. Man May Be Holy. The word 
“sanctification” is rich and meaningful 
to the Children of God. The true mean- 
ing is “setting apart to a holy use,” a 
dedication of one’s self to the will and 
purpose of God. When one becomes a 
Christian, he is set apart from the world 
... his life is hid with Christ in God... 
and he has become a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. The Church of the Lord 
Jesus comprises a “called-out” people, 
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separated from the world, and dedicated 
—sanctified to the service of the Heaven- 
ly Father. 


3. How Holy People Should Live. Since 
God is holy, and man can be holy, it fol- 
lows that he must be removed from that 
which is unholy. Through the power of 
the Holy Spirit, the individual is sepa- 
rated from “the will to sin.” The things 
of the world he once loved, he later 
learns to hate. He sees them as expres- 
sions of opposition to God. The thought 
of engaging in willful sin horrifies him. 
The things of God, which he once hated, 
take on a new meaning and he loves 
them. Sin, which once was covered by 
the blood of animal sacrifice, is now for- 
given through the blood of the Lamb of 
God. The believer becomes separated to 
a new life, to be used of God in helping 
carry out His righteous purposes for 
mankind. 


4. The Work of a Holy People. The 
ancients found in the Leviticus experi- 
ences, a pattern of life which gave them 
high standards of relationship to God 
and their fellow men. In keeping these 
laws, they steered clear of idolatry, the 
besetting sin of all humanity. They were 
to hold such strong convictions concern- 
ing the true God, that surrounding na- 
tions should also recognize Him. 


Practically every moral law of the 
Pentateuch, dealing with man’s spiritual 
and social life, has been carried over into 
the New Testament and made even 
stronger. The Law said, “Whosoever 
shall kill shall be in danger of the judg- 
ment: But I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever is angry with his brother without a 
cause shall be in danger of the judg- 
ment.” Matthew 5:21-22. The Law said, 
“An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a 
tooth: But I say unto you, That ye re- 
sist not evil: but whosoever shall smite 
thee on the right cheek, turn to him the 
other also.” Matthew 5:38-39. The Law 
condemned the act of sin, while Jesus 
condemned even more strongly, the 
thought of the heart which precedes the 
deed. 





September 12, 1943 
Israel Marches Toward Canaan 
Numbers 10:11... 12:16 











OLDEN TEXT: “Come thou with us, 
and we will do thee good.” Numbers 
10:29. 





Like the book of Exodus, Numbers is 
a combination of narrative and legisla- 
tion. It may be considered the sequel of 
Exodus. It covers a period of about 39 
years, from the breaking of camp at 
Sinai to the last encampment at Moab, 
before entering the Promised Land. 


Each Sunday School lesson of the pres- 
ent series, comprises a chain of events 
fulfilling the promise made to Abraham, 
that his descendants should inherit a 
broad land. But of far greater impor- 
tance were the promises made to Chris- 
tians through Abraham . .. and so, “he 
looked for .a city which hath founda- 
tions, whose builder and maker is God.” 
In the study of this lesson, five points 
may be stressed: 


1. The Journey From Sinai. This jour- 
ney shows a foreshadowing of the com- 
ing of Christ. The tribe of Judah was 
appointed to lead the march. In this 
position, a type of royalty is noted, for 
out of Judah came the line of kings 
which led to Him, who is to be King of 
Kings. The march was guided by the 
movements of the overshadowing cloud, 
which hovered above the Tabernacle and 
Ark of the Covenant in the center of the 
procession. Thus the presence of God 
was symbolized, as being in the midst 
of His people. 


2. Moses Asks His Brother-in-law to 
Accompany Them to the Promised Land. 
Perhaps some may ask why Moses 
should have wanted Hobab to help guide 
during this desert journey, when the 
cloud by day and fire by night, were over

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them. A natural and human longing 
was expressed by the invitation. Even 
Jesus demonstrated this desire, the night 
in Gethsemane, when He asked the sleep- 
ing disciples, “What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour?” Man is a social 
being, craving the companionship of 
others of like tastes. Hobab knew the 
desert, its water holes and oases. Moses 
respected his knowledge of desert-craft, 
while he doubtless loved him for his own 
sake. 


3. Moses Presents Reasons for the In- 
‘vitation to Hobab. “We are journeying 
unto the place of which the Lord said, I 
will give it you: come thou with us, and 
we will do thee good: for the Lord hath 
spoken good concerning Israel.” Moses 
is a real personal worker. “Come thou 
with us, and we will do thee good,” might 
well be the invitation for Christians to 
use in presenting the Gospel of Christ 
and urging people to prepare for the 
Promised Land of Heaven. 


While the followers of Christ cannot 
_ ask others to participate in an earthly 
inheritance, he can guarantee “an abun- 
dant entrance” into the heavenly Canaan. 
He can offer the continual guidance of 
the cloud and fire, the Holy Spirit. Ma- 
terial possessions fail, but the “good” 
of God’s promises go on through all 
eternity. 


The promise of personal gain made no 
impression on Hobab, for he courteously 
declined, saying he would return to his 
home. But when Moses suggested he 





might be of service, he became inter- 
ested. Here the Christian finds an 
analogy. Persons should be invited to 
Christ, not only for what they shall re- 
ceive, but for the service they may ren- 
der. “Saved to serve,” is a splendid 
motto. 


We know that Hobab accepted the in- 
vitation, for in Judges 4:11, we find men- 
tion of one of his descendants living in 
the land of Canaan. 


4. The Prayer of Moses. At the outset 
of the journey Moses turned to the Lord 


for protection and guidance. When camp 


was pitched and all were safe from dan- 
ger, he still saw the need for the con- 
tinued presence of God, and prayed for 
the multitude to sense that need. So, 
whether marching to battle or resting in 
camp, whether working at daily tasks, or 
enjoying recreation, at home or abroad, 
God’s people trust themselves at all 
times to His loving care and guidance. 


5. The March Continues. Whether Ho- 
bab decided to go, or remain, made no 
difference to the people. He could be of 
help, yet they were under God’s orders. 
Had he refused, he would have been the 
loser. Today God’s people are under 
marching orders. The invitation is to 
all, “Come thou with us and we will do 
thee good.” The Church needs every 
person who is invited, but regardless of 
his decision, the program of Christ will 
continue the march until the Promised 
Land is reached. The one who refuses 
the invitation to join the people of God, 
sustains the loss. Faith pays rich re- 
wards. 








Dr. Swain launches New 
Plan To Serve Soldiers 





LONG known as a man who accom- 

plishes the extraordinary things he 
undertakes, Dr. Sam Swain has assumed 
a new task in making his giant Dixie 
Tabernacle at Nashville, Tennessee into 
a “home away from home” for thou- 
sands of soldiers who enter that south- 
ern city.
